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Arafat’s ‘navy’ aims 

-Peres 
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Post Defence Reporter 
Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
accused Yasser Arafat and the PLO 
leadership of sending out sea-borne 
terror units with the aim of “indiscri- 
minately slaughtering innocent peo- 
ple.” 

Commenting on the second in- 
terception within one week of a' 
terrorist boat on its way to Sidon, 
South Lebanon, Peres expressed his 
appreciation to the navy and others 
for foiling the terror attempts which 
could have lead to “heavy losses.” 
The premier was speaking on Israel 
Radio. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin . 
also touched on the topic of PLO 
terror yesterday, saying that the 
Arafat loyalists in the PLO are the 
most murderous of all and they aim 
to kill as many Jews as possible. 

There has been a surge in PLO 
terror acts since the beginning of the 
year, Rabin told an Israel Bonds 
meeting inJerusalem . 

The terrorist unit on board the 
Cypriot motor boat Ganda , inter- . 
cepted by the Israel Navy on Satur- 
day, belonged to Force 17, an e&te 
group which serves as Arafat’s per- 
sonal guards. Force 17 now has its 
headquarters m Amman following 
Arafat’s rapprochement with King 
Hussein. . 

The Ganda was crewed by a Brit- 
ish citizen, Michael Curtiss, 21. and 
an as-yet-nnidentified Greek. Both 
of the Europeans were visited in 
detention here by representatives of 
their dipiomatjemissions. They were 
reportedly not involved in the infil- 
tration plot. 

. One week before, the yacht Casse- 
lardit was intercepted on its way to.. 
South Lebanon. The eight terrorists 
on board intended infiltrating from 


there to carry out a massacre in 
Galilee. An American and an Au- 
stralian were paid to ferry them in 
the yacht 

The Fatah arm of the PLO is the 
largest and most prominent terrorist 
organization in the field of naval 
activity, military sources say. It pos- 
sesses a naval unit established in the 
1970s to undertake sea-borne terror- 
ist activities against Israel, to smug- 
gle in material and to instruct other 
terrorists on naval topics. 

The terrorist naval units are 
equipped with a variety of equip- 
ment, including speedboats, rubber 
dinghies and naval rafts. They also 
use merchants ships of various sizes 
as mother ships. 

In addition to standard infantry 
weapons, infiltrators from the sea 
have been armed with anti- tank 
weapons, capable of damaging navy 
patrol boats, military sources said. 

There was also a case of terrorists 
attempting to launch Katyusha rock- 
. ets at the coast. The attempt was 
foiled, the sources said. 

The Israel Navy is active outside 
the country’s territorial waters at 
distances of up to 150 nautical miles. 
According to defence sources, inter- 
national law allows naval searches 
outside territorial waters if the 
offending vessel is suspected of hav- 
ing hostile intent. 

Despite the success of the Israel 
Navy in preventing sea-launched ter- 
rorist attacks, the two latest infiltra- 
tion attempts indicate that the sea 
still remains a preferred route for 
terrorist infiltration via Lebanon, 
military sources say, adding that it is 
. likely that the terrorists wflltry to 
find new means to penetrate the 
naval defence line. 
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South Lebanon buffer zone 
a success, says CGS Levy

KIRYAT SHMONA; Chief of 
General Staff Rav Aluf. Moshe Levy 
said yesterday that the.secuiity zone 
in South Lebanon is succeeding as a 
buffer by preventing attacks on 
northern border settlements. 

Levy cited the five car bombs that 
exploded outside the security zone 
recently as examples of its success. 

The chief of general staff was 
speaking during a tour of Kiryat 
Shmona after the weekly meeting of 
the General Staff there yesterday. 


The meeting was. held in Kiryat 
Shmona at the invitation of Mayor 
Prosper Azran. and as a gesture of 
solidarity with northern border set- 
tlements. 

Levy also said that the EDFs activ- 
ity in the security zone will continue. 

In response to a question. Levy 
said, “IDF activities in South Leba- 
non are not directed against Druse, 
Shi’ites or Sunnis, bnt only against 
terrorists. Patrols that the IDF car- 
ries oat are aimed at preventing any 
possibility of fire directed at our 
borders.” 
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TJ.S. weighs European 
role in Mideast talks’

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration is still considering 
ways to meet King Hussein’s insist- 
ence on an “international umbrella” 
under which direct Arab-Ipaeli 
negotiations could take place, it was 
reported yesterday. 

The New York Times reported 
that the administration is still discus- 
sing the possibili'ty -of convening a 
meeting of Western European states 
as an alternative to tbe involvement 
of the Soviet Union. 
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The newspaper, in a report from 
its State Department correspondent, 
Bernard Gwertzman, quoted an un- 
named State Department offitial.as 
saying: “One of the major questions 
is whether to propose an alternative 
‘international context' for the talks.” 
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In the past. Secretary of State 
George Shultz has raised the possi- 
bility of enlisting the Western Euro- 
pean countries as ~supporters for 
Arab-Israeli negotiations, along 
with Egypt and as many Other Arab 
countries as possible. This would 
ease the pressure for direct Soviet 


participation, which both Washing- 
ton and Jerusalem oppose. 

King Hussein has refused to con- 
sider direct talks with Israel without 
some sort of an “international 
umbrella.” 

The Times, in its report, said 
another possibility being considered 
‘‘informally” is insuring that several 
events would take place in rapid 
succession - a meeting between the 
U.S. and a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation, an interna- 
tional meeting, and then direct 
Arab-Israeli negotiations. 

. Gwertzman quoted a State De- 
partment official as saying that if 
only a short time elapsed between an 
American meeting with a joint group 
and the holding of direct talks with 
Israel, the U.S. wonld expect little or 
no opposition from Israel. 

The correspondent noted that the 
Israeli government is divided on the 
question of negotiations: “Mr. Sha- 
mir, the foreign minister, is much 
more opposed to any American talks 
.with the Palestinians than is Prime 
Minister Peres,” be wrote.

Knesset votes approval 

New shekel becomes 


legal tender tomorrow

The new shekel, which becomes 
legal tender tomorrow, Morasha 
Knesset Member Avraham Verdiger 
told (he Knesset yesterday, “will 
have full and sure cover.” 

Verdiger, speaking in the special 
session of the House convened to 
pass the Shekel Currency Bill, 5745- 
1985, explained: ‘There is the large 
kippa on author S.Y Agnou’s head 
(on the 50 new shekel note) and the 
signatures of kippa - wearing Dr. 
(Moshe) Mandelbaum (Bank of 
Israel governor) and Knesset Mem- 
ber Avraham Shapira (Chairman of 
the central bank's advisory council). 
What better cover could one ask 
for?" 

‘‘Let’s hope that's more effective 
than (Sir Moses) Montefioxe’s tri- 
corn hat (on the current IS100 note) 
and the Rambam’s (Maimonides’s) 
turban (on the IS 1,000 note),” 
someone else in the House quipped. 

The seriousness with which the 
Treasury's measure removing three 
zeros from Israel’s currency de- 


nominations was taken, by the Knes- 
set was further underscored by its 
passage yesterday by the unanimous 
vote of fully 11 Knesset members. 
These were not all the same 11 who 
spoke in the debate, of the 19 who 
bad originally indicated their inten- 
tion to speak. 

In presenting the bill. Finance 
-Minister Yitzhak Mods'* noted that 
the shekel had depreciated four- 
hundredfold since it was introduced 
in February 1980, “so that in now 
removing three zeros we are creating 
a coin whose purchasing power is 
twice as great as the depredation.” 

Moda'i said chat the coins and 
banknotes now current wQJ remain 
legal tender for a year. After that, 
the public will have another year to 
exchange them in the banks for the 
new currency. 

Furthermore, cash notations till 
the coming December 31 will be 
understood to refer to the old 
shekels. For example, till December 
31 a IS10.000 notation on a cheque is 
understood to mean 10,000 old

Wreck of Titanic found after 73 years 


PARIS ( AP) . - The government- run 
French Institute for Research and 
Exploitation of the Sea announced 
yesterday that a joint French- 
American expedition had disco- 
vered tbe wreck of the liner Titanic 
900 kilometres off Newfoundland at 
a depth of 4,000 metres. 

The announcement said the wreck 
was positively identified by the 
French-made Sar submarine sonar 
system and American-made Argo 
underwater cameras. 

The Titanic struck an iceberg and 
sank on her maiden voyage on April 


14, 1912, with the loss of 1,513 lives. 

The institute announcement recal- 
led that the French and American 
institutes sponsoring the expedition 
agreed beforehand to make no pub- 
lic statement on the results of then- 
search “unless they were absolutely 
certain of the facts.” 


The announcement said tbe two 
institutes would organize simul- 
taneous news conferences on their 
discovery in Paris and Washington 
on September 13, with the participa- 
tion of members of the expedition.

Talks set to iron out 


wage law controversy

Labour Party leaders in the 
government, the Knesset and the 
Histadrut are due to meet today 
with the finance minister in an 
all-out effort to forestall the crisis 
threatened by the government's 
intention to give legislative form 
to the emergency orders gov- 
erning the wage freeze. 

Premier Peres and Histadrut- 
Secretary General Yisrael Kes- 
sar clashed furiously over the 
issue yesterday in one of the most 
traumatic meetings of the Align- 
ment Knesset faction since the 
national unity government 
assumed power last summer. 

But yesterday's heat was limited 
to words only, as the first Knesset 
reading of the proposed legislation 
was postponed to tomorrow, follow- 
ing an agreement between the Align- 
ment and the Likud. 

At stake is the government's abil- 
ity to override labour contracts and 
thus continue to implement its eco- 
nomic programme. Since the start of 
the programme, in July, it has used 
emergency regulations. Since these 
expire at the end of this month, it 
now seeks to turn them into 
appropriate legislation. 

Yesterday's agreement to delay a 
plenary Knesset discussion of the 
issue came in the very early hours of 
tbe morning, at the end of a meeting 
between Peres, Kessar and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. 

But later in the day Kessar lashed 
out at Peres, saying afterwards that if 
Moda'i brings the legislation to the 
Knesset on Wednesday, he will de- 
mand another postponement. Kes- 
sar said that he would insist that the 
Labour Party as a whole, and not 
just the Knesset faction, take a clear 
cut and binding decision on the prin- 
ciple of legislation in wage matters. 

Sources in Labour say that Peres 
was taken aback by Moda'i’s 


BiD to extend price

announcement at Sunday's cabinet 
meeting that he intended to bring tbe 
legislation to the Knesset during this 
week's' special summer recess ses- 
sion. The move forced him into a 
comer, for on the one hand he must 
fight for the economic programme, 
and on the other he cannot risk 
trouble with the Histadrut over leg- 
islation that is abhorrent to the 
labour federation. 


Labour Party secretary-general 
Uzd Baram told The Jerusalem Post 
privately that the party would never 
agree that a freeze on wage bargain- 
ing be enshrined in law, unless the 
Histadnit first gave its free and 
voluntary consent, in negotiations 
.with the government conducted as 
between equal partners. 

Baram, The Post was told,is solid- 


ly behind Kessar. as is faction chair- 
man Rafi Edri. Both are to attend 
today's meeting, together with 
Peres. Lessor and Moda'i. 

Peres told yesterday's faction 
meeting that the demand to replace 
the emergency orders by regular 
legislation was the expression of u 
cabinet decision. 

The government would not re- 
voke the emergency orders. Peres 
said, but it would not implement 
them either, just as it would not 
implement the requested legislation. 
It would, rather, seek throughout to 
maintain the wage freeze policies by 
agreement with the Histadrut. he 
said. 

Kessar condemned the govern- 
ment for speaking “with two voices, 
the voice of Peres and the voice of 
Moda'i - the man who docs not 
abide by his agreements.” 

For several minutes the two con- 
tinually cut into each other's re- 
marks and needled each ocher. “If 
you don't know the facts I'm sorry. I 
can't help you." Kessar finally flung 
at Peres. 

Kessar said that even totalitarian 
regimes had not succeeded in con- 
trolling labour relations by passing 
laws. 

“The workers will never agree to 
be subordinate to some bureacrat. or 
cabinet minister, in wage negotia- 
tions,” he said. “I’m not ready for 
Moda'i to threaten to take me to the 
police or the attorney-general.”

The Treasury hopes that the re- 
duction in fuel prices will help it to 
achieve a relative low rate of infla- 
tion for October. 


Ramp, but no tickets, for disabled at Iibi event

TEL AVIV. - Only five disabled 
army veterans will attend tonight's 
celebration of the IDF Libi Fund's 
fifth anniversary because all but five 
of the .tickets allotted for the dis- 
abled have been given away to other 
groups, it was learned yesterday. 

A temporary ramp to enable the 
disabled to enter the Cameri Theatre 
hall is to built today by the IDF, as a 
result of the city's refusal to put in a 
permanent lift for the disabled on 
the premises. 

When tbe Cameri Theatre was 
first chosen for the event, the roof 
organization for Israel’s 400,000 dis- 
abled soldiers and civilians com- 
plained that Libi, whose charter in- 
cludes care for disabled soldiers, had 


shown no concern for them when 
selecting the hall. 

The Israel Broadcasting Author- 
ity then derided that if no facilities 
were provided to enable the disabled 
to join the festivities, the IBA would 
not cover the event. 

The municipality delayed the deri- 
sion to build a permanent lift for 
disabled persons at the Cameri 
Theatre, despite the existence of 
funds for the project. Several prop- 
osals for temporary ramps were re- 
jected by the organizations of the 
disabled because they were “undig- 
nified" requiring help from volun- 
teers for those using them . 

Finally, it was decided at the end 
of last week that tbe IDF would build 
a six metre long ramp at a seven 
degree angle, which the disabled 


accepted as a temporary solutior 
But by the time the decision ws 
taken, only five tickets for disable 
persons remained for the occasior 
All the others have been distribute 
among groups and organizations, 
spokesman for the disabled person 
organization said yesterday. 

The chairwoman of the roof orga 
nizatioD for the disabled, Attome; 
Zippora Brun, said yesterday: “It { 
now clear that building a permanen 
lift and access for the disabled i 
required by law, and will benefi 
both public halls and Israel's 400,001 
disabled persons."

Limited backing for S A mine strike 


JOHANNESBURG. - The first day 
of a wage strike against selected gold 
and coal min es appeared to draw 
limited support yesterday, the union 
and management said, and there 
were mixed signals from South Afri- 
ca’s battered economy, including a 
jump in the rand. 

The strikes at six mines did not 
affect nationwide production, 
according to spokesmen. The union 
countered that owners intimidated 
workers not to strike. 

“Hundreds of workers have been 
injured by rubber bullets and tear 
said a statement from the 
lational Union of Mineworkers. 
Management spokesmen said they 
knew of no violence, and police said 


they had not been summoned to the 
pits. 

The country’s embattled curren- 
cy, the rand, recovered sharply in 
the first day of trading after the white 
government suspended stock and 
money markets last Tuesday for five 
days. 

The rand, which hit a record low 
of 34.8 U.S. cents Tuesday, dosed 
yesterday at 44.95 cents. 

A large part of the gain could be 
attributed to the South African Re- 
serve Bank setting a rate for the 
currency that would not be sup- 
ported by a free market. 

The stock market closed sharply 
off in thin trading, but the exchange 
here is traditionally quieter on bank 


holidays in Europe or the U.S., 
where yesterday was Labour Day. 

Stock and official money trading 
was suspended as the rand plunged 
last week, and U.S. and European 
banks, edgy about the persistent 
rioting against white-minority rule, 
called in loans to the South African 
government and the nation’s private 
sector. 

In reaction, the country 
announced Sunday it will simply sus- 
pend repaying its foreign debt until 
January 1 at the earliest. 

Company officials said about 
12.400 workers joined walkouts at 
six gold and coal mines and that most 
workers ignored a threat by the 
union to bring out 60,000 miners.

Perhaps the most objective analy- 
sis The Jerusalem Post heard came 
from a relative newcomer to the 
area. Bank Hapoalim area manager 
Moshe Tsafrir characterizes Haifa 
industry as a concentration of plants 
that produce on a national rather 
than a local scale, so that their very 
size makes them more vulnerable to 
macro-economic changes such as foe 
gathering recession. Furthermore, 
Haifa has a large agricultural hinter- 


land, which is also in deep trouble. 
Finally, there is no momentum in 
another key sector, foe construction 
industry. 

1 To Tsafrir, Ata Textiles is a typical 
example of what can happen to the 
kind erf industries that Haifa has in 
abundance. Gurel, Galil, Wertman 
and Emanuel Gorali of the Chamber 
of Commerce all swear that Ata is a 
special case and unrepresentative.

can be a special case. Nor, in Wert- 
man’s opinion, is it necessary to look 
only at foe big employers to find 
trouble.

“Night Stalker” suspect said 
to be obsessed with devil 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - 
Richard Ramirez, arrested by police 
hunting the “Night Stalker" who 
killed at least 16 people in a trail of 
murder, rape and kidnap in Califor- 
nia, was obsessed with the devil, a 
former classmate said. 

Police refused to comment on 
Sunday night's statement by 
Ramirez* former Texas classmate, 
Ray Garda, or on television news 
reports that dues found at the mur- 
der scenes pointed to devil worship. 

Ramirez, 25, was captured and 
beaten on Saturday by a group of 
angry dtizens who chased him 
through a working class, largely His- 
panic section of East Los Angeles, 
shouting “It's the killer. It’s the 
killer." 

Sixty policemen had to clear a way 
before Ramirez, a Spanish-speaking 
drifter born in El Paso, Texas, could 
be taken to a Los Angles jail by a 
convoy of vehicles, to be held on 
suspicion of murder. 


He is suspected of killing 16 peo- 
ple, raping or assaulting 20, and 
kidnapping and molesting at least 
four difldren in a rampage that be- 
gan last February and stretched from 
San Francisco 720 kilometres south 
to Mission Viejo. 

Police said Ramirez' fingerprints 
matched a print found on a stolen car 
seen near tbe home of foe most 
recent victim. 

His yellow, broken teeth also 
matched descriptions given by vic- 
tims who survived foe attacks, so 
brutal they shocked even hardened 
detectives. 

Garcia said in San Francisco that 
Ramirez, a classmate at school in El 
Paso, was obsessed with Satanic 
themes apd had repeatedly listened 
to a 1979 record album, Highway to 
Hell, by foe rock group A GDC.’ 

One of foe tracks on foe album 
was called Night Prowler and the 
words included; “What’s foe noise

They reviewed his organization of 
arms shipments to Israel from 
Czechoslovakia during the War of 
Independence . his stints as a Knesset 
member and director general of the 
Finance Ministry, and his.- 
spearheading of the moves that lea 
to Israel’s former close relations with 
newly independent black African 
states.

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Moda’i’s foes win new victory in liberal wars

TEL AVTV, - The Liberal Party's self-destructive 
internal war continued yesterday, claiming as its 
latest victim Knesset Member Pinhas Goldstein, 
an ally of Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. 
Goldstein was sacked yesterday by a majority vote 
of his Knesset faction colleagues from both the 
Likud and the coalition executive. 

Yesterday's maneuvre was the latest round in 
the battle Moda'i launched last week when he 
ousted his arch-rival Tourism Minister Avraham 
Sharir as the party’s representative to the Liberal 
International of which Sharir is vice president. 
Moda'i is to replace Sharir in that position if the 
party court upholds the move. 

Moda'i ’s opponents counter-attacked symboli- 
cally this week, dismissing him from the commit- 
tee dealing with the construction of a new party 
headquarters. 

But yesterday Liberals were wondering 
whether there will be a parry to move into a new 
building if the struggle continues much longer. 

And in Herat there is considerable scepticism as 
to whether the Liberals can at all be considered a 
single party. 

All these doubts were sharpened yesterday 
when Moda'i's opponents demonstrated their, 
unshakable hold over the Knesset faction in 
striking out at Goldstein. Nine of the 12-member 
faction are firmly anti-Moda'i and favour a quick 
merger with Herat. Moda’i’s only allies are Gold- 


stein, and far more loosely, Dan Tichon. 

Both Moda i and Goldstein were absent from 
yesterday's faction meeting and Tichon ’s was the 
only vote opposed to Goldstein's ouster. 

■ ^ faction deliberately refrained from attack- 

ing Moda i himself, although there had earlier 
been talk of ousting him from the inner cabinet. 
This suggestion seems to have fallen because it 
became clear that Herat would oppose it, if only 
because it does not want to involve itself in the 
Liberals' wars. 

But the decision to focus on Goldstein was 
clearly an attempt to warn Moda'i that he is in a 
Knesset faction position. 

Goldstein has been replaced in both the Likud 
and coalition executives by MK Benny Shalita 
who, for his pan, opposed a mooted move to 
remove Goldstein from the Knesset's Foreign 
Affairs and Defence committee. This apparently 
is to be the next move of the nine, should Moda ; i 
decide on retaliatory action for yesterday's step. 

Moda'i, president of the Liberal presidium, has 
made no secret of his intention to expel the nine - 
including Sharir, Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
and Science and Development Minister Gideon 
Patt - from the party. He failed in one recent 
attempt and then vowed to remove his opponents 
from all executive positions and influence in the 
party. 

The official pretext for the move against Gold- 
stein was furnished by MK Uriel Lynn who. citing 


a newspaper interview in which Goldstein was 
quoted as saying that he “feared to shake a 
Liberal's hand lest he find a snake or a razor blade 
in it." accused him of “belittling his party col- 
leagues.” 

The faction meeting was chaired by MK Pessah 
Grupper. Both Grapper and Shalita’ are former 
Moda’i supporters. 

Nissim told the meeting that “it was Moda'i who 
fired the first volley” and thereby couched off the 
war. “He runs the party as if k were the politburo 
and he a Communist dictator.*’ Nissim said. 

Wondering who w ould be next victim in the war 
of dismissals, party insiders yesterday felt that 
each side would fire whichever of its opponents it 
could, until the party' is torn to shreds. 

Herat sources told the The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that they no longer see the Liberals as a 
single entity. "We are mystified by them. There is 
no one to talk to there. There is no Liberal Party.” 
a very high-ranking Likud minister said. 

Herat fears the Liberals may become so frag- 
mented that the various, and bitterly opposed, 
component parts will be unable to coexist within 
the Likud framework. “They may, in their mad- 
ness. end by pulling us all "down, and bringing 
about the Likud’s disintegration,” the Likud 
minister remarked. 

He added that Labour might reap the benefit if 
someone like Moda'i bolted the Likud, thus 
making it possible for Labour to set up a narrow- 
based coalition without the Likud. - 


After eight-year delay on Shamgar Committee recommendations: 

Change in Military Justice Law ready for Knesset 1

The Committee of Ministers on 
Legislation, chaired by Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim, yesterday 
approved for tabling in the Knesset 
an amendment to the Military Jus- 
tice Law, whereby the president of 
the Supreme Military Court of 
Appeal and his deputy must possess 
law degrees. 

Another provision would enable a 
judgement of the Supreme Military 
Court of Appeal to -be appealed in 
the Supreme Court, in special cases. 

The president and his deputy 
would be appointed by the state 
president on the recommendation of 
a special appointments committee of 
nine members. 

The changes were originally prop- 
osed by a committee on military law 
reform headed eight years ago by 
Supreme Court President Meir 
Shamgar, who had served for seven 
years as military advocate-general 
and then for another seven as 
attorney-general before being 
appointed to the Supreme Court. 


The Shamgar committee was set 
up in 1977 by the then defence 
mini ster Shimon Peres and Justice 
Minis ter Haim Zadok. Two of its 
members were regular IDF judges 
with the r ank of ahif-mishne (col- 
onel) who served on the Supreme 
Military Court of Appeal, and are 
now district court judges- Avraham 
Frisch and Gedalia Domer. A third 
was Dr. Michael Cheshin, then de- 
puty to the attorney-general, and 
now in private practice. A fourth was 
District Court Judge Arye Hager 
who, as of this week, is director of 
the Courts Administration. 

While the next defence minister, 
Ezer Weizman, his successor Pre- 
mier Menahem Begin as acting 
minister, and Begin’s successor 
Ariel Sharon, held parliamentary 
responsibility for the IDF, virtually 
nothing was done to implement the 
Shamgar recommendations. 

This caused considerable irrita- 
tion in the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee, which 
took the recommendations under its 
wing. Moshe Arens, as committee / 


chairman, was several times heard 
expressing his dissatisfaction over 
the way defence ministers bowed to 
the pressure of senior IDF officers to 
drag their heels over reform. 

Under Arens as defence minister, 
and now Labour’s' Yitzhak Rabin, 
the pressure of the Justice Ministry 
to translate the Shamgar recom- 
mendations into legislation took gra- 
dual effect. 

The senior IDF echelons were 
compelled to give way on most of the 
reforms, but managed to hold out on 
one major measure, which would 
have removed the powers of the O/C 
Commands and the chief of general 
staff to intervene in judgements post 
factum even where the soldier's off- 
ence was purely civilian in nature. 

These powers, which the senior 
IDF echelons will continue to exer- 
cise, constitute a major shackle to 
the independence of military courts. 

Legal sources in Jerusalem said 
they were gratified however that the 
two top men on the Supreme Milit- 
ary Court of Appeal would now have 
to be lawyers and not ordinary 


career officers, since the previous 
situation was unacceptable from 
several and. not only the profession- 
al juridical aspects. 

' They are also gratified that instead 
of Military Court of Appeal judges 
being appointed for short terms from 
within the EDF, they will now be 
appointed for long terms by an inde- 
pendent appointments panel similar 
to the one which chooses civilian 
judges. They will thus feel equal in 
status, independence and authority 
to civilians. 

The right of appeal in select cases 
from the military courts to the Sup- 
reme Court was enacted just four 
months ago in the U.S. In Britain it 
was enacted a few years ago, and the 
House of Lords may review a judge- 
ment of the Supreme Military 
Appeals Court. The purpose in the 
U.S. and in Britain is to ensure 
uniformity of interpretation of the 
law. In Israel the Supreme Court 
would have the power to deny or 
approve the submission of the 
appeal and would do so selectively. 


Many schools to close early j 
Thursday to protest firings

TEL AVIV. - Pupils at several 
dozen junior high and high schools 
around the country will be dismissed 
at II on Thursday morning, the , 
Secondary School Teachers Associa- ' 
tion decided last night. 

The strike action, which at this 
stage is for one day only, is in protest 
against the failure to reinstate 43 
tenured teachers, dismissed within 
the framework of budget cuts. 

The strike is also a protest against 
the failure to restore teaching hours 
cut from several hundred other 
teachers within the same budget 
stringencies. 

Meanwhile, pupils at the Bar-Ban 
religious elementary school in Kfar 
Sava will be kept home by their 
parents for the third consecutive day 
today. 

The parents argue that the existing 
premises are so overcrowded that 
basement areas and offices which 
were never intended as classrooms 
have had to be converted for this 
purpose. They have asked for exten- 


sion facilities on the west side of 
town. 

The municipality has agreed to 
make available the premises of 
Moreshet, a former religious school 
near Bar-Ban. 

But parents who live on the west 
side of Kfar Sava, where projected 
construction of the Shilo religious 
elementary and junior high school 
has been halted by the government's 
freeze on building, say that if they 
agree to send their children to 
'Moreshet, Shilo will never be built. 

While they are waiting for the red 
tape to be cut, the parents have 
staked a temporary claim to the old 
Katznelson school in the west of the 
town, whose premises have been 
vacated. 

Petrol bomb thrown

Move to ban meetings with PLO put off

The first reading of the amend- 
ment to the Prevention of Terror 
Ordinance, due to be held at yester- 
day’s special Knesset session, was 
postponed till tomorrow’s special 
session. But it may not take place 
then either, because of the failure of 
Prime Minister Peres and Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim to resolve 
their differences. 

Under the amendment, which has 
been debated but not voted on, any 


Israeli meeting a PLO functionary 
could be sentenced to three years 
imprisonment. 

Peres and the Alignment faction 
suggest that the punishment should 
only be meted out to an Israeli who 
did not have “reasonable grounds" 
to talk to the PLO functionary. But 
Nissim and the Likud object strongly 
to such a change. Meanwhile the 
Tehiya faction is grumbling over the 
delay in the vote, which should have 
been held in July, before the Knesset 
rose for the recess. 


Thatcher shakes up British cabinet 


LONDON (Reuter). -Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher yesterday 
announced a major shakeup of her 
22-member cabinet in a bid to tackle 
Britain's record unemployment in 
time for the next general election. 

The shakeup included changes in 
the Employment. Home Affairs and 
Trade and Industry Ministries and 
brought a new man to the Northern 
Ireland Office at a time of crucial 
negotiations with the Irish Republic. 

Thatcher transferred Trade and 
Industry Secretary Norman Tebbit 
to the party chairmanship. Tebbit 


was badly injured in an Irish terrorist 
bomb attack on the Thatcher cabinet 
a year ago. He was replaced by 
Home Secretary Leon Britt an. 

Former businessman Lord 
Young, brought into the govern- 
ment a year ago with special respon- 
sibility for job creation, was prom- 
oted to the post of employment 
minister. 

Brittan’s place at the Home Office 
was taken by Douglas Hurd, a for- 
mer diplomat and thriller writer who 
has laid the groundwork for a new 
peace initiative in his one year as 
Northern Ireland secretary. 


Top Arafat deputy wounded by gunmen 


SIDON (Reuter). - A prominent 
deputy of PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat was seriously wounded 
yesterday by unidentified gunmen at 
his home in the Ein Hilweh refugee 
camp near Sidon. security sources 
said. 

They identified the wounded man 
as Hussein Haybi, one of four pro- 
Arafat Palestinian leaders ordered 
out of the southern port city by 
Sidon's Moslem civic and militia 


leaders in July. 

Haybi, in his 50s, is commander of 
a security unit of Arafat’s Fatah 
Faction.

Big increase in income tax ,

Income tax collected from the 
business sector, increased by 40 per 
cent between April and July, com- 
pared with the same period last year, 
the Treasury announced yesterday. 
It added that this increase took place 
before the full effects of the new 
economic policy were felt. 

The Treasury’s Revenue Admi- 
nistration said that the rise in re-- 
venue was the result of efforts to 
enlarge tax collection. It reflected an 
increase in tax advances and in de- 
ductions at source, the administra- 
tion added. 

It also stressed there has been a 
drop in the wage earner's share in 
total tax payments. The share of 
salaried workers went down from 
51.4 per cent in ApriJ-July 1984 to 44 
per cent in April-July this year. 

According to the administration's 


• figures, its revenue last month from 
taxes totalled IS1.055 billion, only 1 
per cent more than on August 1984. 
Nevertheless the Treasury saw in 
this a positive sign for the develop- 
ment of the economic plan. 

According to die Treasury the rise 
in income tax revenue was offset by a 
large drop in customs and import 
taxes income, which totalled 1S100 
billion, 26 per cent less than in 
August 1984. This reflected a drop in 
imports of consumer durables. 

In addition the Treasury reported 
that the Value Added Tax from 
imports had also fallen, by some 18 
per cent compared to the same 
month last year. This is yet another 
sign that imports continue at the low 
level of July. 

The ministry said that its revenue 
from income and property taxes 
totalled last month IS620 m.. 19 per 
cent more than in August 1984. /

*' When Peres countered that even 
democratic regime sometimes had 
recourse to legislation in labour rela- 
tions, Kessar scoffed openly. At this 
point, the faction heads ordered 
those journalists Recording the pro- 
ceedings on taps to switch off their 
machines. 

-Apart from delaying yesterday's 
scheduled vote to tomorrow, tbe 
Sunday night meeting between 
Peres, Kessar and Moda'i yielded 
little more than a reiteration of pre- 
viously reached understandings, and 
deferred decision on contentious 
issues. 

The issue of an adjustment of 
certain wage allowances - and the 
Histadrut’s already issued instruc- 
tions that they be adjusted - was left 
unresolved. But Histadrut officials 
continued to insist yesterday that the 
instructions must be obeyed. 

Moda'i won the Histadrut's con- 
sent to legislation to replace the 
emergency decrees, but only for the 
three months the decrees originally 
covered, ending September 30. 

The Histadrut also agreed to 
attempt to persuade certain sectors 
of workers, including engineers, 
teachers and doctors, to accept post- 


/ 


ponement of wage increments until 
next March. But it is by no means 
certain that the workers will agree to 
this, with the increases due by next 
month. The issue is to be discussed 
further by Treasury and Histadrut 
officials. 

The two sides also agreed that the 
wage agreement signed by the His- 
tadrat and the private sector em- 
ployers two months ago would apply 
to the public sector as well - some- 
thing which bad hardly been in 
doubt. 

In the terms of tbe private sector 
agreement, workers will receive a 4 
per cent wage increment this month 
and 3 per cent next month, after 
which the cost of living increment 
agreement again takes effect. 

It is not yet clear whether the 
allowances will be adjusted, or 
whether those companies which do 
adjust them, as most of the His tad- 
rut’s Hevrat Ha’ovdim concerns are 
expected to do. will be regarded as 
having broken the law.

Gaddafi made his statement in an 
interview with the Austrian new 
magazine Moz. “I advise the Jews 
not to continue immigration into 
Israel,” Gaddafi said. “And those 
who are already in Palestine ought to 


return to the countries they had 
come from. I do not want to Jesrroy 
the Jews, therefore I urge them to 
accept my counsel." 

According to Gaddafi. Jew* 
would be welcome to live in Libya 
“with the same rights and duties" as 
Arabs. “But, those who remain in 
Palestine”, he continued, “are 
doomed for destruction, be it by war 
or peacefully.”

- Three men 
were remanded for 10 days in the 
Magistrates Court here yesterday on 
suspicion of physically abusing a 14- 
y ear-old boy. 

Two of the suspects, Shawwa

Court judge yesterday; the three 
denied the allegations of attacking, 
the doctors and nurses over the 
weekend. The judge heard testi- 


mony from one of the mothers. 

The 15-year-old was ordered to 
return to the boarding school he 
attends and to remain there few 1 30 
days except when ordered to appear 
at a police station for questioning. 
The judge allowed him to visit his 
parents for Rosh Hashana and the 
Fast of Gedalya, but said he must 
remain in his parent’s Beexsheba 
home.

Druse leader fears mixed marriages 


Sheikh Amin Tarif, spiritual lead- 
er of Israel's Druse said yesterday 
that be completely rejects the idea of 
meetings between Jewish and Arab 
youths because of the danger of 
mixed marriages. 

Such meetings, he said, will not 
lead to closer relations and peace 
between the two peoples. 

Tarif was speaking at a meeting 
with Interior Minister Yitzhak 
PeTetz at the Interior Ministry. He 
said that the Druse religion also 
forbade meetings between Druse 
men and women. Druse men are 


only allowed “to hold the hand of 
their wives,” he said. 

Tarif said tbat the situation in 
Lebanon was partly the result of 
relations between the sexes and be- 
tween various religions. As a result 
the country faced a permanent state 
of destruction. 

The Druse leader asked the minis- 
ter to allow the building of a hotel at 
the tomb of Jethro near Tiberias, the 
holiest she in the Druse religion. At 
the end of the meeting Peretz and 
Tarif prayed for peace for Israel and 
for the Jewish and Druse peoples.

Test for Aids in donated blood 
not being used because of cost Suicideor 

escape bid

TEL AVIV. - There is now a way to 
test blood donations before transfu- 
sions to make sure tfiev are free of 
Aids, but this is not done routinely in 
Israel for budgetary and other 
reasons. Prof. Michael Schiessinger 
of Hebrew University told a press 
conference here yesterday. 

The press conference was held to 
preview foe European Immunology 
Meeting which is to be held in Jeru- 
salem next week and will attract 800 
guests, including some Nobel and 
Wolfe prize laureates. Topics to be 
discussed at foe meeting cover a 
wide range - from foe resurgent 
problem of malaria in Asia and Afri- 
ca to analysis of foe cells of foe 
lymph system - but foe topic which 
stole foe show at foe press confer- 
ence was Aids. 

Schiessinger explained that the 
available blood test is expensive and 
is not sufficiently selective; i.e., not 
all blood samples which contain Aids 
antigens contain Aids itself. “I'm 
sure the individual would be happy 
to pay a few dollars to make sure the 
blood in foe transfusion he or she is 
about to get is ‘clean’,” he said, “but 
foe a Health Ministry budget prob- 
lems, and even where the individual 
is ready and willing to pay out of 
pocket, I don't know if any organiza- 
tion is ready to give foe service.” 

He said there were about 20 
known cases of Aids in Israel - the 


first of which was in 1979. about the 
same rime foe disease made its 
appearance in foe U.S. "Of course, 
foe disease is most prevalent in the 
U-S. in areas where they do things 
which are not heard of" here,” he 
said. *T saw questionnaires filled out 
by homosexual patients at one 
medical center in New York, and 
they had a large number of sexual 
encounters each year, not to men- 
tion group sex, where foe danger of 
infection is that much greater.” 

Representatives of foe French re- 
search team which isolated the Aids 
virus will be at next week's meeting, 
as will scientists who are developing 
new' approaches to the disease. One 
of these is work on foe receptors 
which "attach" foe Aids virus to foe 
cells it attacks, in foe hope of finding 
a way to stop these receptors from 
doing foe “attaching.” 

Asked about a vaccine against 
Aids, Schiessinger said isolation of 
foe virus is only part of the battle. 
Finding a vaccine which will not 
cause harmful side affects is a diffi- 
cult process which takes time, he 
said. 

In answer to questions about the 
fear by laboratory and treatment 
personnel that they may become 
infected from working with Aids 
patients, be said the fear is under- 
standable but not -well-founded. If 
proper precautions are taken, he 
said, personnel are not in serious 
danger. 


Ya’acobi warns of ‘economic euphoria’

TEL AVIV. - The partial success of 
the emergency economic plan con- 
tains foe seeds of destruction, Eco- 
nomics Minister Gad Ya’acobi said 
yesterday. He was addressing mem- 
bers of foe Israel- America Chamber 
of Commerce. 

“The seeds of destruction lie in the 
simple fact that all too many people 
think that these minor successes are 
total successes - and they already 
want to let their belts out a notch or 
two, if not more,” he warned. 

“Let us not be blinded by feelings 
of euphoria on one hand or by dark 
pessimism on foe other - for foe 
emergency economic plan has only 
made a small dent in foe problems 
we face. 

“There should be no rise in foe 
standard of living in Israel for foe 


next 18 months." he said, adding 
that now is foe time to establish a 
foundation for future growth . 

The Free Trade Area agreement 
with foe U.S. could serve as a vital 
instrument in this area, said foe 
minister. He envisaged Israeli ex- 
ports to foe U.S., now running at 
about $1.5 bfifion a year, to “at least 
double themselves within three to 
four years.” 

Israeli industrialists should not 
fear an influx of American goods. 
They should see it as a challenge, be 
said.

"Therefore, the file should be 
closed," he concluded. 

Albin leapt to his death from a 
third-floor window at police head- 
quarters in Jaffa while being ques- 
tioned in connection with suspicions 
that he committed irregularities 
when he represented the giant 
Eisenberg financial empire here in 
the earlv 19811s. 


Plan to export produce 
from airport near Eilat

TEL AVIV. - A representative of 
several foreign charter companies 
has requested government permis- 
sion to fly agricultural produce from 
the Uvda airport north of Eilat to 
Europe. 

The representative, Menahem 
Laufer. said he expects lb charter 
flights a week out of Uvda and Eilat 
beginning in October. 

He noted that fruit and vegetables 
are now trucked from the far south 
to Ben-Gurion airport and predicted 
it would be cheaper and faster to fly 
them out of Uvda. 

Eran Sorek, deputy director of 
Agrexco's marketing deprtment said 
special arrangements would be 
needed at Uvda to sort the produce 
and to protide a security check be- 
fore they are loaded on the aircraft.

biggest and most powerful in the 
country. Its control extends beyond 
foe centre dty to the patchwork of 11 
local authorities that make up Grea- 
ter Haifa. It also covers Nahariya in 
foe north and Atiit to foe south, as 
well as foe nearby Druse towns. 

In this zone are 120,000 em- 
ployees. of whom some 60 per cent 
work in foe production sector, if this 
is broadened to include the port and 
the Israel Electric Corporation. The 
rest are in white-collar and service 
occupations. The power of this 
broad base make the ‘ prominent 
position of 'Whitman, a former 
Alignment MK, easy to understand. 

Wertman ticks off the main em- 
ployment problems in which he is 
involved: 

• Industries related to defence are 
one of the biggest groups of em- 
ployers in foe region; all fece diffi- 
culties as defence purchasing is cut 
back. The troubles of Rafael (foe 
arms development authority) are 
well-known, but many smaller and 
less-famous employers are also firing 
workers. 

• Most basic industries are suffering 
from irregular orders -as foe home 
market, which is their mainstay, 
shrivels up. Only the petrochemical 
industries have not kept Wertman 
himself occupied . 

Wertman speaks of foe non- 
unionized high-tech plants in foe 
industrial park with obvious distaste. 
Even foe firings at Elscint failed to- 
persuade foe work-force there that it 
would be better off under the His- 
tadrut’s benevolent wing. 

At the end of July, foe number of 
people looking for work in foe Haifa 
area was nearly 6.600 while those 
registered as unemployed for six or 
more days rose 34 per cent between 
June and July, to stand at 4,220. 
While these figures are probably not 
accurate in. assessing total unem- 
ployment, they do serve to hi ghl i ght 
foe shar ply rising trend. Meanwhile, 
job vacancies are disappearing, 

According to Wertman, less than 
20 per cent of those losing their jobs 
are young people; foe majority are 
older workers who will be hard put 
to find alternative employment. The 
Labour" Council tactics in negotiat- 
ing dismissals is to tty to stick to foe 
last in first out rale, tailored to the 
needs and peculiarities of each firm. 
(A company with too many drivers 
cannot fire production staff just be- 
cause they were the last hired.) 


ployment? The main elements in- 
volved have set-up an emergency 
committee for employment, whose 
chief aim is to pressure the govern- 
ment to recognize some of foe 
worse-off outlying suburbs as Class 
A development areas, like Carariel 
and Migdal Ha'emek. More practi- 
cally, since there is no money for 
development areas either at foe mo- 
ment (foe hope is that foe Histadrut 
holding company, Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim, which has limited its investment 
programme only to development 
areas, will be tempted to look aga in 
at Haifa), foe committee is seeking 
ways of making better use of existing 
plant capacity. 

Wertman skirts the delicate prob- 
lem of foe older workers future. But 
from his high-tech vantage point. 
Galil is brutally realistic in assessing 
this, the most pressing socio- 
economic problem in foe Western, 
world today. 

High-tech is foe solution to the 
country's as well as Haifa's economic 
problems, but it does not generate 
employment for unskilled workers. 
Holding them in obsolete and un- 
competitive jobs is foe worst solu- 
tion, Galil believes. Therefore foe 
answer, partial though it is, must be 
to educate them at all ages to obtaiii 
the best jobs that they can. Instead, 
the country is moving in foe direc- . 
tion of "five day week solutions,” 
giving more people less work. The 
result, warns Galil, will be 
European-style long-term unem- 
ployment of unemployables. 

But it is easy for Galil to talk airfly 
about retraining. Wertman, nearer 
foe fixing line, doubts that refraining 
is feasible for such workers. In any 
event, the sad facts are that, other 
than limited programmes ran by the 
council and the Labour Ministry to 
help workers move from one job to 
another in foe same firm or industry, 
there is nothing available. 

Gurel is more ^specific on tins 
point. The Labour Ministry is not cut 
out for planning and implementing a 
long-term strategy. It concentrates 
on foe day-to-day treatment of ur- 
gent problems, be says. He adds foe 
flat statement that there is no joint 
planning and cooperation between, 
foe municipality and foe govern-- 
ment. 

In passi ng , it is of interest to note 
that almost everyone interviewed 
agrees that foe Halfe-area MKs,, 
rads as Meir Cohen, Aridor, Shevah 
Weiss and Energy Minister Moshe 
Sbahal, do not operate any local

Galil, of 
course, pins his hopes on high-tedi, 
supported by Gurel, who (in a hot, 
stuffy office at midday on a scorcher, 
with foe air-conditioning demonstra- 
tively off to illustrate bow money is 
saved) still speaks in terms of post- 
industrial societies based on new 
technologies. 

Something simple and labour- 
intensive. tourism, is rarely sug- 
gested. Gurel does mention stream- 
lining old factories by bringing in. 
new equipment and product lines. " 
But where foe money will come from 
he doesn’t say. 

Wertman 's suggestions are at least 
rooted in Haifa reality He predicts 
3,000 jobs coming in the next few 
years, in foe electronic sector, but 
not from foe industrial park alone. 
He points to a continuing trend to set 
up small, electronics and metals firms 
all round the Bay, each employing 
relatively few but skilled workers. 
Secondly, the chemical and petro- 
chemical industries seem set to ex- 
pand. 

If, as Wertman hopes, develop- 
ment town status is granted to foe 
Kiryat Yam, Kiiyat Ata, lira, Znr 
Shalom. and Nesber suburbs, this 
should also attract investment and 
create jobs. 

The bottom Hne is that there is an 
emerging group of mainly older, 
uneducated workers who, as in other 
countries, are basically unemploy- 
able. They will become a social prob- 
lem, while at the same time ceasing 
to be an economic one , because from 
an economic point of view they are 
entirely redundant 

But if society is to have foe re- - 
sources to deal with at least foe sodal 
aspects of their predicament, the 
economy must grow and create 
wealth. 

In terms of foe two trends identi- 
fied at. foe beginning of this article, 
the solution to foe general economic 
crisis must come from foe successful 
resolution of foe process involved in 
foe first trend -the move from basic 
to advanced industries. Throughout 
foe world this pattern is being fol- 
lowed, and it would be fair to say 
that, in foe Israeli context, Haifa is in 
foe' forefront of this trend. The next 
two'articles, therefore, examine how 
and by whom this avenue to corpo- 
rate, regional and national survival is

German defector breaks silence: 


‘Hopeless situation’ led to defection 


BONN (Reuter) - West German 
spy-hunter Hans Joachim Tiedge. 
who defected to East Germany two 
weeks ago. has told the Bonn gov- 
ernment that he changed sides be- 
cause he was in a "hopeless situa- 
tion.” government sources said 
yesterday. 

They said Tiedge gave the ex- 
planation in a letter to the West 
German authorities in which he also 
refused to meet a representative 
from Bonn to discuss his decision. 

"We have a written statement in 
Tiedge ’s handwriting in which he 
says he is not willing to talk to us and 
was in a hopeless situation when he 
defected on August 19.” one source 
said. Tiedge was known to have 
money and drink problems. 

The letter, breaking the silence 
Tiedge has kept since he dis- 
appeared. followed attempts by 
Bonn to arrange talks with the for- 
mer counter-intelligence official. 

Despire the spy scandal, the gov- 
ernment yesterday announced a sub- 
stantial advance in its relations with 
East Germany, saying Communist 
leader Erich ’Honecker had prom- 


ised to remove all minefields from 
their joint border this month. 

After clearing all automatic shrap- 
nel guns from border fences earlier 
this year. East German soldiers were 
reported to be clearing mines in 
many frontier stretches. 

Military experts say East Berlin 
can now dispense with such equip- 
ment because it has built more 
fences behind the border zone and 
greatly improved electronic alarm 
systems geared to detect intruders. 

’ Spokesman Friedhelm Ost told a 
news conference Honecker had 
pledged during talks at the Leipzig 
Trade Fair Sunday that East Berlin 
would also ease restrictions barring 
many East Germans from having 
contacts with West Germans. 

The government sources said 
Hedge's reference to a "hopeless 
situation" appeared to refer to his 
large debts. 

‘‘There was dearly an accumula- 
tion of problems which could have 
caused a panic reaction," one source 
said. 

He said the letter added to evi- 
dence that Hedge's defection was a

Police chief Ross Dallow also was 
happy at the change because “some- 
one of a certain type could have 
dedded to test the system - with 
tragic results."

Pol Pot quits as Khmer Rouge chief 

PEKING ( AP). - Pol Pot has retired 
as military commander of Commun- 
ist Khmer Rouge guerrillas fighting 
the Vietnamese in Cambodia, the 
embassy representing the Cambo- 
dian opposition coalition said yester- 
day. 

Foreign diplomats said the 
announcement could advance pros- 
pects for talks on ending the Cambo- 
dian conflict. 

Pol Pot was ruler of Cambodia 
from 1975 to 1978. during which time 
tens of thousands of people were 
massacred in the country. 

Vietnam has demanded the ouster 
of Pol Pot and his deputy Ieng Saiy

Greek ship’s crew 
on tiM for ditching 
stowaways at sea 

PIRAEUS (AP). - A Greek freigh- 
ter captain and 10 crew members 
accused of throwing 11 Kenyan 
stowaways overboard into shark- 
infested waters in the Indian Ocean 
last year went on trial here yester- 
day, charged with Infli ctin g bodily 
injuries and endangering lives. 

Captain Antonis Plytzanopoulos, 
44, could face a 20-year jail term. 

The trial before a Piraeus criminal 
court was expected to last two days, 
lawyers in the case said. 

The stowaways, aged between 17 
and 25, slipped on board the freigh- 
ter Garifalia at Mombasa, Kenya. 
They were forced overboard at gun- 
point as the ship steamed 13 
kilometres off the Somalian coast on 
March 17, 1984. 

According to Greek authorities, 
none of die stowaways survived. 

Plyztanopoulos and the other 
crew members, among them three 
Pakistani seamen, were arrested in 
Greece in May 1984 after a crew 
member confessed what had hap- 
pened. 

The captain then told the public 
prosecutor that die stowaways were 
thrown overboard because thay bad 
been threatening his crew. He 
claimed to have been unaware that 
the Garifalia was steaming through r 
shark-infested waters.- ‘ - 

The charge sheet says that Plytza- 
nopoulos “dubbed two stowaways 
on the head as they begged for mercy 
on their knees, and forced them 
overboard screaming in desperation 
as blood flowed from their injuries.”

- England won 
the sixth and final cricket Test match 
yesterday by an innings and 94 runs 
to take the series 3-1 and reclaim the 
Ashes from Australia, thus justify- 
ing captain David Gower's bold de- 
cision to enforce the follow-on. 

England’s victory was sewn up by 
a fine performance from Richard 
Ellison, who took four wickers 
yesterday to finish with five for 46 in 
Australia's second innings. Austra- 
lia faced defeat at the start of play on 
62 for four, and they lusted only 90 
minutes as a variety of bad shots 
hastened the expected end. 

Ellison ripped through the Au- 
stralian lower order. Only captain 
Allan Border, with a stalwart 5S. pul 
up any resistance. All-rounder lan 
Botham took one wicket and two 
catches, including a blinder at 
second slip off Ellison to get rid of 
Craig McDermott. Graham Gooch 
was named “Man of the Match” and 
David Gower “Man of the Series." 

The Australian captain, who 


made 597 in the series, was given a 
standing ovation by the entire En- 
glish crowd as he walked back to the 
pavilion after his dismissal. 

“I’m sure they (the West Indies) 
will be quaking m their boots at the 
moment.” Gower joked Then he 
added: "Once we'xe finished en- 
joying this little victory, we will turn 
our minds towards our tour of the 
West Indies verv seriously and we 
can set about picking a side to do 
the job. Obviously it’s going to be a 
fairly hard task." 

Border, icit to pick up the pieces 
pf a disappointing series, sard:

but Africans still starving Open on the boil

PEKING (Reuter). - World food- 
grain stocks have been increasing for 
the last three years yet millions of 
people in sub-Saharan Africa are 
starving, a food conference was told 
yesterday. 

Speakers said the contradiction 
was a result of falling food produc- 
tion and rising population and fore- 
ign debt in many of the stricken 
countries, compounded by war, 
transport and distribution problems. 

“Some 20 countries in Africa face 
persistent food shortages. But the 
U.S. and other exporting countries 
face serious food surpluses and ex- 
cess capacity,” said William Lesher, 
an American consultant. 

He said world cereal stocks had 


increased over the last three years 
and would reach 250 million tons by 
September next year, equivalent to 
two months' full supply. 

The U.S. will account for 115 
million ions of that total, equal to 
five months* national supply, he 
added. 

Lesher said Ethiopia, Kenya, 
Sudan. Mali. Niger and Mozambi- 
que faced unusually severe food 
emergencies and depended on large 
scale food aid to stave off severe 
malnutrition and starvation. 

Per capita food production had 
fallen more than 10 per cent in 
sub-Saharan Africa since 1970, he 
added. 


Banker dies as troops storm kidnappers 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador (Reuter). - 
One of Ecuador's leading bankers 
died in a hail of bullets yesterday as 
police and troops stormed the hide- 
out of his leftist guerrilla kidnappers, 
ending a two-day siege. 

Four guerrillas who were holding 
banker Isaias Nahim in a two-storey 
house in this Pacific Ocean port also 
died, Red Cross president Luis Chir- 
iboga told reporters. 

He said Nahim died in hospital of 
chest wounds sustained after secur- 
ity forces blasted holes in the back 


and front of the guerrilla safe-house 
before dawn and stormed in. 

The insurgents, who abducted 
Nahim on August 7 and were de- 
manding a five-millicrn-dollar ran- 
som. belonged to Ecuador's Alfaro 
Vive Carajo guerrilla movement, 
and to M-19, the most active guerril- 
la group in neighbouring Colombia. 

Nahim, 54. owned Ecuador’s 
second-largest bank. Filanbanco, 
and controlled a television channel, 
two radio stations and a daily in 
Quito. 


■ [Night flights halted at Bea^kaispoFt 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - Night flying at 
Beirut airport has been halted fol- 
lowing the theft of lighting repair 
equipment from a jeep parked by 
one of the runways, an airport offi- 
cial said yesterday. 


“We cannot run the risk of allow- 
ing flying at night, because if there is 
any damage to the lighting system, 
we cannot fix it,” the official said. 
The repair equipment was stolen by 
unidentified gunmen two days ago. 


Bronze Age shipwreck found off Turkey 


PIRAEUS (AP). - A Bronze Age 
trading vessel shipwrecked off Tur- 
key’s southern coast around 3,400 
years ago carried a precious cargo 
ranging from metal ingots and ivory 
to pottery flasks that may have held 
laxatives, its excavator said Sunday. 

“Someone suffered a very serious 
loss when that ship went down. It 
was carrying enough copper and tin 
ingots to forge weapons for an 
army,’’ said Professor George Bass, 
an American professor of anthropol- 
ogy and the senior underwater 
archaeologist excavating the wreck. 

The ancient ship, which apparent- 
ly sank in the 14th Century BCE 
while trying to round a peninsula 
near where the modem Turkish port 
of Kas is located, carried the biggest 
collection of Bronze Age material 
ever found underwater. 

Its excavation will make scholars 
rethink theories of trade and politic- 
al influence among eastern 


Mediterranean powers around 1300 
BCE. 

“The date it went down isn’t yet 
certain. I personally think we’ve got 
a 14th Century BCE wreck,” Bass 
said. 

Copper ingots were found spread 
over a distance of more than 20 
metres suggesting a possible length 
for the vessel. 

Its keel and some fir timbers have 
been found, joined in a mortise-and- 
tenon technique still used by ancient 
Greek shipbuilders more than 1,000 
years later. 

The vessel was located at a depth, 
of between 44 and 51 metres off 
Cape Ulu Bunin in 1982 by a Turkish 
sponge-diver who spotted one of the 
heavy metal, ingots. . 

The depth erf the wreck probably 
ruled out an'ancient salvage opera- 
tion, despite the cargo's value. 

The cqpper came from Cyprus, a 
major source of the metal in antiquity. 
The tin. Bass suggested, was 


mined in Afghanistan and4oaded at 
a Syrian or Palestinian port after 
travelling overland by caravan. 

“The finds are a mix from three 
cultures - Cypriot, Mycenean Greek 
and early Canaanite or Phoenician. 
It's not clear which nationality the 
ship was,” Bass said. 

A bronze sword of Canaanite de- 
sign found this season might indicate 
“those in control of the ship were 
Phoenicians." 

Bass suggested the vessel could 
have been sailing a circular trade 
route from Cyprus to Greece, Egypt 
and the coast of Syria or Palestine 
and back to Cyprus. 

One surprising find was a collec- 
tion of fig seeds in the bottom of a 
narrow-necked flask from Syria or 
Palestine. 

“I'd like to think it contained 
some kind of fig syrup exported 
around the ancient Mediterranean 
as a laxative," Bass said.

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MOSHE YEGAR is undoubtedly 
uie nght man at the right time for the 
key position of Israel's consul' 
general in New York. A veteran 
diplomat, he enjoys the confidence 
of Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
who asked his assistant director- 
general to forgo a European ambas- 
sadorship for the New York posting. 

The 55-year-old diplomat has al- 
ways got on with his ministers.’ 
irrespective of their political affilia- 
tions. and today he is regarded as 
politically well right of centre, 
although a practised foreign service 
officer like Yegar does not make 
such matters explicit. Nevertheless, 
he appears to be just the right man to 
fit into the conservative America of 
Ronald Reagan. 

Yegar already has an established 
relationship with New York Mayor 
Ed Koch, who recently wrote a 
warm personal letter to thank him 
for “having been one of the few 
Foreign Ministry officials who 
looked after me properly” era his 
recent visit here. 

Yegar has been extremely thor- 
ough in his preparations for the New 
York assignment. He has consulted 
with a wide range of people - includ- 
ing President Chaim Herzog and 
Premier Shimon Peres - and has 
recently made a point of meeting key 
New Yorkers as they visited Israel, 
among them prominent members of 
the black. Hispanic and Korean 
communities. 

BUT NEW YORK is of special 
importance to an Israeli envoy be- 
cause it is the “Capital of the Di- 
aspora” and home of the major 
Jewish organizations. • 

Israel’s consul-general in New 
York is, therefore, the “ambassador 
to the Jewish people.” That is one 
reason why the posting is regarded as 
being Israel’s third most important 
diplomatic asssignment - after 
Washington and the UN. 

New York is also, of course, the 
international media capital, as well 
as the centre of finance, banking, 
publishing, art, culture... 

Moreover, the responsibilities of 
Israel’s New York consul-general go 
beyond the boundaries of New York 
City - to the heavily populated states 
of New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. 

YEGAR IS DELIGHTED that he 
will be inheriting a consulate which is 
in such fine shape, thanks to his 
predecessor, Naftali Lavie. 

The building, on Second Avenue 
at 42nd Street, contains one of the 
largest concentrations of Israeli di- 
plomats. adjoining as it does the 
office of Israel’s mission to the Un- 
ited Nations, and Yegar looks for- 
ward to a .close working relationship 


A COUPLE of readers have written 
asking for information about breed- 
ing fish in ponds or pools. 

These queries could not have 
come at a more appropriate tune, 
because I am in the process of mak- 
ing my “umpty-Teventh” fish pool. 
My thoughts are occupied with 
choice of plants and fish and perhaps 
even a rain frog if I get the surround- 
ing greenery in place on time. 

I think 1 have made a fish pool at 
practically every place I have lived in 
the last 35 years, and that has been 
quire a number of places. A fish pool 
can be made of just about anything 
that will bold water, from a plastic 
basin to a full-sized bathtub, a chil- 
dren's pool or a sheet of heavy 
plastic. 

• My latest creation is a discarded 
220-litre, plastic, jenycan-like con- 
tainer that once contained agricultu- 
ral chemicals. Damaged on one side, 
it was right there in the Safad gar- 
bage dump just waiting for its rein- 
carnation. Cut in half — or to be exact 
just a shade over half- and laid on its 
tide, it holds 130 litres of water. 
When it is enclosed by a stone and 
cement wall, it will be a lovely, small 
pool on the patio. 

Breeding fish in pools may be the 
special domain of the East, but this 
should not deter any amateur for the 
fish are quite competent at taking 
care of their reproduction without 
too much human help.

with the UN team, particularly in the 
information field. 

Speaking of the New York Consu- 
late as a branch of the embassy in 
Washington. Yegar makes dear his 
intention to obviate any tensions 
that may have existed in the past 
between the three focal points of 
Israeli diplomatic representation in 
the U.S. He also plans ta work in 
close cooperation with Israel’s eco- 
nomic mission (sited in the Empire 
State Building) and to foster U.S.- 
IsraeU economic relations. - 

BUT HIS PRIME interest will be in 
displaying what Israel has to offer in 
the cultural field: “I want to show 
Americans, via New York, that be- 
hind what the image-builders call 
‘boom-boom,’ there is a vital spir-

ONE OF the most practical solu- 
tions to fish cannabilism I have 
found, in addition to all the plants 
that provide shelter, is a wadded-up 
piece of plastic netting 'that farmers 
use to protect seedlings from birds. 
A ball of netting provides innumer- 
able biding places inaccessible to the 
adult.fish. As soon as the young are 
large enough the net can be taken 
out. v 

Of course not all the fry will sur- 
vive. but that is just as well since no 
small pool could possibly support the 
number of fry that hatch in.a-single 
season. 


Israel.” 

Having been in charge of the 
mmistry’s information division for 
the past five years, he has ample 
grounding in the field. Indeed, the 
past five years have not produced a 
dull moment. In the first week of his 
duties, he had to deal with the inter- 
national fell-out which resulted from 
passage of the Jerusalem Law. But 
the most challenging task was trying 
to turn back the tide of hostile inter- 
national opinion during the Lebanon 
War. It might be said he has bad a 
suitably rigorous training in a crisis- 
oriented field. 

WHAT LINE does he intend adopt- 
ing towards the consulate-general’s 
relations with the many tens of 
thousands of yordim (emigrants) in 
the Tri-State area? 


If the pool is for summer breeding, 
then almost all the tropicals, from 
guppies to the most demanding, will 
do well Outside, but these fish must 
be taken in and kept in an aquarium 
in the winter. 

Os the other hand, goldfish, rosy 
barbs and gambusia do very well all 
year round even in the colder areas 
such as Jerusalem. The first two are 
egg layers while the last gives birth to 
live fry. 

My personal choice is goldfish. 
Big and lazy (they get much bigger in 
pools than in a little aquarium) they 
are pretty to look at and they are 
very hardy. However, if you Kve in 
an area visited by kingfishers, then 
the pool must be well protected or 
your golden beauties will disappear 
one by one and you’ll be looking for 
them. 

I am taking a chance on this, 
despite the proximity of the Hnleh 
nature reserve, since the. current 
pool is on apatio and well protected 
by vines. 

Rosy barbs are very small, but 
they are attractive with their bright 
mauve bellies and they breed rapid- 
ly, several times a season. They 
spawn as early as late March and 
keep right on spawning until Octo- 
ber. 

Barbs can be kept in the same poo] 
as gold fish, but, in this case, the 
barbs will breed better then the 
goidies since they are very swift 
moving. While a goldfish is hard put 
to catch a barb, the slow moving fry 
of the gold fish are easy prey for the 
swifter little red-bellies. 

I have occasionally managed to 
reproduce boi£ in a single season but 
tins required the use of a lot of 
nettihg and a lot of puttering with the 
pool. 

ONE OF the questions most people 
ask is: “What do you feed your pool 
fish?” The answer is simple: I don’t 
The only food they get from humans 
is a bit of commercial fish food that I. 
keep for visiting children who like to 
feed the fish. Having proper fish 


Yegar reports having discussed 
the subject at length with Absorp- 
tion Minister Ya’acov Tsur and 
senior Jewish Agency officials: “It’s 
a very difficult issue and one cannot 
adopt a single, simple approach to all 
exigencies,” he says. 

“From an ideological point of 
view, I want them to come home. 
But to be realistic, that’s not a prac- 
tical approach. Obviously, we’ll do 
our best if someone approaches us 
seeking help in returning home. I 
certainly do not believe in boycotts, 
but rather in trying to strengthen 
even the most tenuous connnec- 
tion.” 

He has no illusions on this score, 
pointing out that unlike places such 
as Paris and even Lagos, no special 


food handy insures that children wBF 
not feed the fish on peanut butter 
sandwiches and chewing gum. 

Other than this, they live on mos- 
quitoes, flies, algae and the host of 
tiny denizens of the balanced pool. 
In very cold places, some people 
feed their fish commercial food or * 
even powdered dog food from the 
middle of October in order to pro- 
vide them with a fat reserve for the 
winter when they will be dormant 
most of the time. 

Since you cannot keep a pool with 
water lilies and other botanical 
beauties without fish - the pool 
would rapidly resemble a thick soup 
of mosquito larvae if you did - it is 
just as well that the fish are hungry 
and on the prowl. In a good outdoor 
pool they not only eat the larvae, but 
even catch the females while they 
hover over the water to lay their 
eggs. A pool with a fish population 
will never breed a mosquito. 

Another perennial question has to 
do with changing the “water, and 
again, I don’t. 

The -pool loses some water by 
evaporation and, if there are bees 
nearby, they may drink a few litres a 
day. This should be replaced reg- 
.ulariy and a drip line in the surround- 
ing greenery is the best solution. It is 
steady, waters the ferns around the 
edge, and makes a lovely sound in 
most cases. 

A balanced pool, with plants and 
fish and without overfeeding to sour 
the water, never needs changing and 
will always be clean. 

Since most goldfish axe bred for 
side observation in aquariums, be 
sure to choose those with markings 
on the back and head for the outdoor 
pool. 

One special breed, the Japanese 
koi} is especially bred to be viewed 
from above. These are lovely if you 
can get them. If not, then the mot- 
tled sbebunkins are nice, as are the 
piebald red-and-white types. 

In any ease, be sure to choose for 
colour rather than 'fin veils and the 
like since you cannot see the fancy 
fin formations well in the pool.

Israeli school was opened in New 
York: “It’s simply that the Israelis 
there lack sufficient interest,” he 
says. 

MOSHE YEGAR does not go to the 
United States as a stranger, having 
served there from 1966 to 1972. The 
first three years was spent at the Los 
Angeles consulate, while the 
second-half of his tour was at the 
Philadelphia consulate. 

During that time . he witnessed the 
transformation of the partnership 
between Israel and American Jewry 
wrought by the Six Day War. He saw 
the unprecedented outpouring of 
emotion in June 1967 in Southern 
California, with masses of local Jews 
and yordim queuing up outside the 
consulate offices to offer help in 
Israel’s hour of need. 


"They disappeared as suddenly as 
they appeared, it seefns that many 
are more willing to die for Israel than 
to live for it.” he observes. 

Yegar was present at the 
tremendous Salute to Israel victory 
celebrations attended by 40.000 peo- 
ple in the Hollywood Bowl and 
addressed by then governor of Cali- 
fornia. Ronald Reagan. He also re- 
calls the remarkable display of emo- 
tion released on two specific occa- 
sions by Jews and non-Jews - firstly 
by David Ben-Gurion’s private visit 
to Los Angeles, and secondly when 
Golda Meir. then prime minister, 
stopped over in Philadelphia en 
route to see Richard Nixon in 
Washington: “It was a veritable 
eruption of love, with entire schools 
- including many black children - 
coming out to greet her.” he recalls. 

Yegar speaks with deep respect of 
his service under two ambassadors. 
Avraham Harman and Yitzhak 
Rabin. The latter, in particular, ex- 
celled at team work. Now he looks 
forward to a similar good working 
relationship with the current incum- 
bent at the embassy in Washington, 
his colleague and good friend. Meir 
Rosenne.~ 

YEGAR ARRIVED here as an in- 
fant with his parents, who immi- 
grated from Argentina, to where 
they had fled from Lvov. His father 
was a Hebrew teacher back in Lvov, 
and was principal of a Hebrew 
school in Buenos Aires. He con- 
tinued teaching after the family set- 
tled first in Zichron Ya'acov and 
then in Haifa, where Moshe grew 
up. 

In 1940. he joined the Hagana. 
and was among the founders of kib- 
butz Tel Katzir. After his IDF ser- 
vice. he rose to the rank of captain 
in the armv reserves. 

Alter leaving the kibbutz, he en- 
rolled at the Hebrew University in 
1952 to study the history of the 
Islamic peopies. and in 1956 he 
joined the foreign service. Around 
that time he met his wife. Devora, an 
historian, who later held a senior 
position at the National Academy of 
Sciences, specializing in the modern 
history of Eretz Yisrael. She also 
edited two of the volumes of the 
Weizmann Letters. Their son, boro 
in Jerusalem, is in business, while 
their daughter, now completing her 
history studies, was born in Ran- 
goon. Moshe Yegor’s second over- 
seas assignment. He served there 
between 1960 and 1962. in the hey- 
day of close relations between Bur- 
ma and Israel, and witnessed Ne 
Win’s coup and the fall of U Nu. His 
tour in Rangoon also enabled him to 
produce a book on The Moslems of 
Burma . under the University of 
Heidelberg imprint 


His first posting abroad (195S- 
1960) had been in Bucharest, and 
after Burma, he spent two years 
heading the Aria desk at the ministry 
in Jerusalem until taking up his 
adventurous assignment in 1964 as 
Israel's unofficial liaison officer in 
Kuala Lumpur. The then premier of 
Malaysia. Tunku Abdul Rahman, 
allowed Israel to have a diplomat 
stationed in his country as director of 
the Inter-Asian Trading Company, a 
legitimate corporation. 

During his one-and-a-half years 
there, he found a number of relics of 
the former Jewish community in 
Penang, most notably a street named 
“Jaltab Yahoudi.” 

The Yegurs speni the next six 
years in the U.S. and after that. 
Yigal Alton asked him to run the 
information section, an assignment 
that lasted until 1977. when Shmuei 
Katz, then Menachcm Begin 's in- 
formation advisor, took over. 

For the next three years, he taught 
at the Hebrew University's Leonard 
Davis School of International Rela- 
tions. and in August l^NO. Shamir 
called him back to run the newly- 
expanded information and com- 
municationsdepartment at the Fore- 
ign Ministry, a post he has held umi] 
now. 

THE VETERAN DIPLOMAT says 
that Israel has always had problems 
in the area of information: “After 
all. information considerations have 
never been accorded priority in 
military-political policy-making. 
Obviously, I don't say that because 
of PR difficulties any government 
should refrain from taking an un- 
popular course, but there should be 
an attempt to prepare an informa- 
tion campaign line. That can. at best, 
justify* Israel’s actions and. at least, 
soften the hostility. 

“What makes for so much difficul- 
ty is the diversity of authorities in- 
volved in information work. What is 
necessary is a central authority with 
much better coordination andeoop- 
eration between all involved.” 

Yegar advocates that the question 
of information policy be assigned to 
a senior minister - either the premier 
or foreign minister - not an official, 
but someone with real clout, aided 
by the besr professionals available. 

He mourns the absence of suffi- 
cient financial and manpower re- 
sources to counter the hugely expen- 
sive information campaigns 
mounted by the Arabs. 

“In Jerusalem, we only have 60 
people for foreign information in all 
spheres for the entire world. We 
only have cultural attaches in Lon- 
don. Paris. Rome and New York 
(moved from Washington). That's 
totally inadequate. We need more. 
Much more.”

Having listened to Bernstein’s 
performance one would perhaps, in 
retrospect, wonder if it really hap- 
pened.

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Survey: countries devalue 
currencies to get IMF loans 


WASHINGTON (AP). - An in- 
creasing number of countries that 
get help from the International 
Monetary Fund have had to devalue 
their currencies in terms of U.S. 
dollars and other hard money, a new 
study shows. 

Often these changes are spread 
over time and are not abrupt de- 
valuations from one day to the next, 
the report noted, but the effect is 
similar. 

Excluding countries that belonged to 
currency unions. 93% of those get- 
ting help from the fund in 1983 had 
to devalue, said the report prepared 
by a team under G.G. Johnson, a 
division supervisor in IMF’s 
Washington headquarters, and 
made available this week. It noted 
that between 1971 and 1980 the 
proportion was 59% . 

When the fund, owned by the 
governments of 148 nations, lends 
money to a member country, the 
object is to help that country sell 
more goods than it buys. Thus it can 
pay back the loan to the fund and 
keep up payments on loans it has had 
from bairits and others. 

One way is to lower the value of its 
currency, which discourages imports 
and makes it easier to seU the coun- 
try's own goods abroad. 

When Portugal devalued its cur- 
rency by 12% in June 1983, for 


example, the effect was to make 
goods from the U.S. and other coun- 
tries that much more expensive for 
Portuguese consumers and to give 
local exporters 12% more escudos 
for whatever they could sell abroad. 

The report tells how the fund and 
governments decide on changes in 
the value of currencies on the basis 
of what the change will do to help the 
country pay its international debts. 

This approach is coming under 
criticism id poor countries. Critics 
complain that austerity programmes 
push low living standards down even 
further, while the tightening of belts 
has not yet encouraged banks in the 
U.S. and elsewhere to resume lend- 
ing. Poor countries want such loans 
for investments they hope will even- 
tually make them less poor. 

The report shows that of 35 coun- 
tries which signed up for a fund 
programme in 1983, a total of 25 
devadued their currencies. The de- 
valuations ranged from Ghana's 
S3% and Zaire's 73% down to only 
1% for Sri Lanka. 

Sri Lanka's currency later went up 
in value, as did those of Malawi and 
Bangladesh. 

The countries that did not devalue 
either belonged to the West African 
Monetary Union, which linked their 
currencies to the French franc, or 
were closely linked to the U.S. dol- 
lar. like Haiti. 


Egypt, Russia raise price of their oil 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Egypt increased 
the price for its light crude oil for 
September by*40 cents a barrel and 
the prices for its heavier grades by 25 
to 30 cents, a senior official of the 
Egyptian General Petroleum Cor- 
poration said yesterday. 

He said the price of the light crude 
Suez blend was increased to $25.65, 
from $25.25 set in July. 

Ha said the price for the heavier 
Bakiyim and Budran grades would 
be $24.55. an increase of 30 cents, 
while Ras Gharib oil would rise 25 
cents, to $23.25. The official said the 
increase followed greater demand 
on the spot market. 

Egypt, which is not a member of 
Opec, exports a third of its daily 
output of 870,000 barrels. Oil is the 
country's second biggest hard cur- 
rency earner after remittances from 


expatriate workers. 

Meanwhile the Soviet 
Union last week informed customers 
it would be charging a minimum of 
$26.50 a barrel for its crude oil next 
month. 25 cents more than previous- 
ly indicated and the second price rise 
in two weeks. 

Contract customers said Moscow 
had advised them of the price in- 
crease either by telex or verbally. 
Smaller trading firms will have to 
pay an extra five to 10 cents on top of 
the minimum price, they added. 

Two weeks ago the Soviet Union 
raised its official price for the second 
half of August also by 25 cents to 
526.25. The increases reflect a shor- 
tage of supplies and strong demand, 
which has pushed up prices of non- 
contract or spot crude oil cargoes in 
.recent weeks.

Environmentalists deplore new 40-metre high pylons

TEL AVTV. - Forty metre high 
high-tension electricity pylons 
weighing 20 tons are being erected 
by the Israel Electric Corporation 
(EEC), which will further despoil the 
countryside. 

The general manager of the Coun- 
cil for a Beautiful Israel. Zohar 
Carthy, told The Jerusalem Post that 


she has asked the manager of the 
EEC, Yitzhak Hofi. for an explana- 
tion. 

EEC press officer Rafi Ben Sirah 
told The Post that the pylons are 
being erected in the wake of the 
building of the Rutenberg power 
station south of Ashkelon. This type 
of pylon will eventually cover the 
entire country, but during the first 
stage, they will only be used over an 
area 100 kilometres from the site of 


the power station, up to Fetah Tik- 
va. 

Ben Sirah said that this first stage 
will cost S45 million. The new mam- 
moth pylons are needed with the 
completion of the new power station 
to cany 400 kilovolt instead of the 
present 1 60 kilovolt.. . 

The corporation is not dismantling 
the smaller 160 kilovolt pylons 
which will continue to serve as re- 
gional distributors of electricity. 


UK’s North Sea ofl will 
last just 10 more years 

LONDON (AP). - Britain’s North 
Sea oil will run out in 10 years' time if 
production continues at its present 
rate, a top economist said yesterday. 

Patrick Foley, a Lloyd’s Bank re- 
gional economist, wrote in the 
bank's latest economic bulletin that 
Britain is currently extracting 80% 
more oil than it needs for domestic 
consumption. He said production 
will peak this year and decline rapid- 
ly. By the 1990s, Britain will no 
longer be self-sufficient and by 1995, 
the North Sea will be exhausted, he 
said. 

Foley suggested that the govern- 
ment should restrict crude oil pro- 
duction to what Britain needs to 
consume. Supplies then would last 
for 18 years. 

“A more even spread of produc- 
tion would insulate us from oil price 
shocks or supply problems, and en-;', 
able the rest of the economy tojtriaEev 
a more gradual adjustment to the 
impact of oil production,” Foley, 
said. 


Investors buy into Swiss watch group 


ZURICH (Reuter). - A group of 
businessmen led by Zurich consul- 
tant Nicolas Hayek said yesterday it 
had bought a majority share in the 
country's largest watchmaking con- 
glomerate from the banks which 
helped rescue it in 1983. 

The long-discussed move gives 
Hayek's group a 51% share in SMH 
- Societe Suisse de Microelectroni- 
que et d’Horlogerie - makers of 
brands which include Omega, Tis- 
sot, Longinus and the low-price 
“Swatch” fashion watch. 

The banks, led by the Swiss Bank 
Corporation and the Union Bank of 
Switzerland, have virtually owned 
the whole of the ailing conglomerate 


after spending 660 million Swiss 
francs ($245m.) on rescuing and 
merging its two parts. 

They said they would sell off their 
shareholding once the company had 
been succesfully restructured - at a 
value to recover their investment, 
rather than at a profit. A Swiss Bank 
Corp. spokesman said the banks 
now owned about 30 to 35% of the 
shares. 

Hayek, brought in by the banks in 
January to help reorganize ASUAG/ 
SSEH, as it was then known, took an 
option to buy a majority holding 
when he and industrialist Stephan 
Schmidheiny bought their initial 
seven per cent joint share.

THE QUESTION - 1 have an elderly 
mother in the U.S. who has just 
retired from her job. She is in poor 
health and X have to support her. 
How can I transfer money to the U-S. 
fbr this purpose? 

THE ANSWER - Your situation 
requires a permit from the Bank of 
Israel to cover the purchase of fore- 
ign currency to send out of the 
country. Israel's foreign currency re- 
serves are currently about S2 billion. 
As these reserves have diminished, it 
has become more difficult to obtain 
approval for the transfer of money 
abroa d. 

THE QUESTION - So far the dollar/ 
shekel exchange rate has been main- 
tained stable and in keeping with the 
July 1 emergency programme. At the 
end of this month the programme 
ends. Do you think that there wDI be a 
devaluation of the shekel? 

THE ANSWER - Barring a dissolu- 
tion of the unity government, it is 
likely that only small adjustments in 
the dollar/shekel exchange rate will 
be made over the next six months. 
Though there is a growing feeling 
that the current programme has a 
chance of succeeding most observers 
feel that a three-month period is not 
enough to be effective. 

Technical-legal reasons may pre- 
vent our government from extending 
the current programme for another 
three months, and therefore an addi- 
tional six-month period, beginning 
October 1, will probably come into 
effect. One of the key elements, if 
the government programme is to 
succeed, is maintaining a stable rate 
of exchange. A devaluation of the 
shekel therefore, would be highly 
coun ter-productive . 

THE QUESTION -lam delaying my 
overseas vacation anti! after Septem- 
ber 15, so as to take advantage of the 
promised reduction in the travel tax. 
Do you think the authorities will 
really rescind part or all of the travel 
tax? 

THE ANSWER - If the finance 
minister feels that the country’s fore- 
ign currency reserves are getting low 
enough to constitute a major prob- 
lem there is every likelihood that he 
mil do everything in his power to 
dissuade people from travelling 
abroad. Foreign travel, unless neces- 
sary for business or family reasons. 


wastes the country's precious supply 
of dollars. Many of us are discover- 
ing beautiful and reasonably priced 
vacation spots right here at home. 
Why not join us? 

THE QUESTION - I receive a pen- 
sion from South Africa. The pension 
Is 600 rands a month. At today's 
exchange rates it is equivalent to 
about $270. Two years ago it was 
about S800. A further fall in the S. 
African rand/dollar exchange rate 
may seriously cramp my life style. 
What do yon think about the future 
of the S. African currency? 

THE ANSWER - Over the past two 
years I have watched the rand fail 
precipitously from a rate when it was 
worth St. 25. The internal political 
situation combined with external 
pressures, such as suggestions of 
disinvestment by other countries, 
have been the main reason lor the 
continuous fall of the rand. 

Reports last week from South 
Africa point at the South African 
business community as being behind 
the rand's fall to 35 cents, and the 
subsequent closure of the S. African 
capital market as well as the Johan- 
nesburg Stock Exchange. The re- 
ports indicate that the business com- 
munity delayed receipts of dollar 
export earnings back to South Afri- 
ca. and this alone made the rand 
highly vulnerable to further de- 
terioration. One may conclude that 
the business community sensed a 
possible total disintegration of the 
South African economy and wished 
to push their own government to 
some action. 

In fact, over the past few days it 
has been made dear that the busi- 
ness community indicated a willing- 
ness to discuss the problems of apart- 
heid with black leaders. The press- 
ures being exerted by the South 
African white business community 
on their own government could have 
a stabilizing effect, and could lead to 
at least a temporary stabilization of 
the South African rand at current 
levels. 

Until the basic problems are red- 
ressed. at least to some extent, it is 
unlikely that any major wave of 
confidence will support the South 
African rand. It is not likely that 
over the immediate future, or even 
over the middle term, the rand will 
return to the $0.50 level. 


China reveals its balance of payments 


PEKING (Reuter). - China yester- 
day published full balance of pay- 
ments figures for the first time since 
1949 in what foreign bankers said 
was another step in its opening to the 
outside world. 

The offidal People's Daily over- 
seas edition gave detailed figures for 
trade, current account, capital 
account and total reserves for the 
three years up to 1984. 

Some of the information had been 
published separately before, but not 
in such a complete form. The figures 
said China had a current account 
surplus of $2.03 billion last year, 
compared with $4.24b. in 1983.’ 


"The figures should help interna- 
tional financial institutions and fore- 
ign investors understand Chinas 
financial situation and help the gov- 
ernment in its economic forecast- 
ing*.” the paper said. 

• Foreign bankers welcomed the re- 
port. “Three years ago I found it 
very hard to get information. But 
now more and more is being made 
public. ” 

Another said the reason tor pub- 
lication might be connected with 
China’s increasing involvement with 
international bodies, such as the 
World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund.

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Demand for law to cut credit period from 45 to 15 days 

Credit terms choke industrialists 
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BY MACABEE DEAN 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV . — Restricting bv law to a 
maximum of 15 days the credit that 
retailers and wholesalers can de- 
mand from industrialists was yester- 
day proposed by Yehoshua Forer, 
Director-General of the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade. 

Forer was addressing the Manu- 
facturers Association's Food divi- 
sion here, which was holding its 
bi-annual meeting, at which David 
Mosevics was re-elected as division 
chairman for two years. 

At present, the credit period aver- 
ages about 45 days, a period which 
imposes financial burden on the in-, 
dustrialists, who have to borrow 
money at high interest to cover their 
current expenses. 

Forer promised that a committee, 
composed of representatives of the 


Finance Ministry, the Industry 
Ministry and the Bank of Israel, 
would soon be set up to study the 
implications of such a “credit” law. 

The food manufacturers also 
proposed setting up their own retail 
marketing chain as a means of 
obviating the present 45-day credit 
terms until the law is passed. (The 
main pressure to continue the 45<iay 
period stems from the large retail 
chains, the cooperatives (Zarcha- 
niot) and Shekem.} 

However, although the proposal 
to set up their own marketing chain 
received the support of most of the 
80 industrialists during yesterday’s 
two-hour meeting, no committee 
was set up to work for such a chain, 
nor was a person selected to under- 
take the preparatory steps. 

Much of the meeting was taken up . 
with the fact that many industrialists. 


whose prices have been frozen under 
the three-month emergency econo- 
mic regulations which expire on 
October 1, have been forced to pro- 
duce at a loss. Moreover, since the 
government has decided to extend 
until June 1986 the current price 
freeze, many industrialists expressed 
the opinion that they will run into 
serious financial problems. 

Dan Propper. joint general mana- 
ger of Osem, suggested that any firm 
running into such difficulties, should 
simply refuse to manufacture pro- 
cessed foods. (The industrialists 
made the same threat some months 
ago, and some even stopped their 
production Hoes.) 

The industrialists proposed that 
when the present price freeze ends at 
the end of this month, the govern- 
ment should draw up clear criteria 
for price hikes. 


The government should also pre- 
vent the importing of food ai dump- 
ing prices, which would force the 
industrialists to either stop produc- 
tion or continue producing at huge 
losses. 

However, the industrialists also 
took a definite stand against a gener- 
al price hike for all goods, deman- 
ding that each item be critically ex- 
amined before it is granted a price 
hike. 

Forer also told the industrialists 
that he “regretted” that at present 
his ministr y devoted most of its time 
to “enforcing price controls” and 
almost no time to helping the indus- 
trialists produce new and better pro- 
ducts, both for the local market and 
for export. 

Adi Amorai, MK (Alignment) 
and Deputy Finance Minister, told 
the industrialists that there would be 
no “seam" when the present 
emergency regulations end. But he 
did promise that price controls 
would be lifted on many items.

Moda’i raising eyebrows with attacks on economic plan 


Finance Minister Moda’i’s latest 
attacks on the economic pr o gra mm e 
are puzzling observers, with ex- 
planations ranging from an attempt 
to deflate any political credit that 
would go to Prime Minister Peres if 
the plan succeeds, to genuine con- 
cern about the latest deviations from 
the plan by some ministers. 

To make matters worse, Moda’i is 
not only attacking Peres, but . has 
repeated more than once that the 
emergency economic plan is falling 
apart, or that it is in danger of doing 
so. These declarations have come 
precisely at a moment when the 
public’s confidence in the plan is 
badly needed, and when available 
figures indicate that the minister’s 
words are baseless. 

Encouraging figures on foreign- 
currency reserves and monetary in- 
jections were released yesterday by 
the Treasury and the Bank of Israel. 
Normally this would have been a 
time for some rejoicing by the Fi- 


nance Ministry about the -success of 
the economic plan. Instead, what 
has come out of the ministry has 
been scathing criticism of Peres. 

According to senior Treasury 
sources, in August there was sup- 
posed to be an absorption of money. 
But the fact that die budget was 
overstepped, with Peres’s consent, 
caused a monetary injection of 
IS37b., which jeopardized the eco- 
nomic plan. 

- “During the month there were 
several deviations from approved 
budget limits. Public-sector workers 
were not dismissed, the Health -and 
Education Ministries budgets were 
enlarged, local authorities received 
money. We cannot go on this way,” 
the sources said. 

They added that foreign-currency 
reserves rose only because it is not 
possible to influence developments 
here as in the case of monetary 
injection. 

What- is surprising is that the ex- 


amples of budget excesses cited by 
the senior Treasury sources prove 
exactly the contrary, that there has 
been no budget overstepping so far. 

First of all it was Treasury 
Director-General Emmanuel Shar- 
on himself who, at the briefings on 
the economic plan early in July, said 
that the Treasury had set aside a 
budget reserve for unforeseen even- 
tualities. 

“We do not know wfa at will hap- 
pen with teachers and the like,” 
Sharon had said. 

It is quite possible then that the 
so-called excesses are being financed 
from this reserve. At any rate, the 
sums involved are no larger than 
$100 million, compared to cuts of 
some $lb. or more bang executed. 

Other items mentioned by the 
sources would appear to indicate 
that the Treasury was going out of its 
way to find cause for criticism. Thus, 
the money allocated to local author- 
ities was no budget excess, but part 


of the approved budget. 

Moreover, according to the Treas- 
ury's statements, the government 
spending in August was 15 per cent 
lower than the average monthly level 
for the first quarter of the fiscal year. 

Thus, it is possible that Moda’i is 
having second thoughts about the 
prospect of a Labour Party premier 
being credited with healing the eco- 
nomy. If he believes that elections 
will be held in the spring, as he has 
repeated several times, he may be 
trying to divert some of the credit 
away from Peres, by showing him up 
as a “soft touch” for some of his 
ministers. 

Yet it is also possible that he is 
sincerely trying to be the watchdog 
of the budget. He brought about the 
present economic plan by crying dis- 
aster for months, and may be think- 
ing that doing the same will put the 
ministers back on the right track. 
Whatever the answer, his is an ex- 
tremely dangerous maneuver. 


Dollar stronger in Europe 


Hapoalim lowers interest

Shipyards in $30m» bid 
for Singapore navy

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Strength, not stupidity 


PALESTINIAN terrorism is making headlines again, and most 
of its activities are plainly not local in origin but planned and 
directed from across the border. 

Last Saturday, for the second time in one week, an Israel 
navy patrol boat intercepted a vessel carrying Palestinian 
terrorists on their way from Cyprus to southern Lebanon. The 
group’s mission was to infiltrate from Lebanon into Israel, and 
to kill as many Jews as possible. The well-trained killers were 
found to belong to the elite “Force 17" which is affiliated with 
the Fatah and is responsible for Yasser Arafat's personal 
safety. The PLO's nominal leader must be held directly 
accountable for this aborted operation. 

In the meantime the anti- Arafat forces within the PLO. 
headed by Abu Mussa, have taken “credit" for the little 
bombing at the Gilo bus station yesterday morning. The 
diehards among the terrorists, who spurn negotiations with the 
“Zionist enemy" as a matter of principle, cannot be seen to be 
lagging behind their politically-minded comrades. 

What it is that motivates the PLO's Arafat wing in stepping 
up terrorism lately, has been a matter for some speculation. 
One explanation is that the loyalists have been driven into 
action by Kuwait's derision to cut off promised funds as 
punishment for the PLO's recent lack of terrorist vigour. But it 
is more likely that the main reason is Arafat's desire to both 
justify and lend support to his current diplomatic efforts by 
highlighting his unrelenting commitment to armed struggle. 

In Arafat's book, armed struggle is not the exclusive means 
to “liberation of Palestine/’ but a necessary adjunct to 
liberation diplomacy. 

This conception is derived in large measure from the 
Vietcong experience with the Americans. It reflects a typical 
PLO illusion: that Israel is. as the U.S. was in Vietnam, a 
stranger in the land, which could be induced to yield with a deft 
combination of brute force and false promises. But even the 
Americans have by now learned from their mistakes in 
Vietnam, and surely Israel is not about to repeat them. 

The only way die PLO could persuade an appreciable 
number of Israelis that it is fit to be a partner for peace would be 
to lay down its arms and to provide iron-clad assurances that it 
has renounced any thought of ever undoing the Jewish state. 
And these are not maximum but minimum conditions. 

But to the PLO they are utterly unacceptable. The organiza- 
tion will only abandon terrorism and acknowledge Israel's right 
to statehood once its own spurious claim to a state, at least 
along the 1949 lines, were first accepted, especially by the 
Americans. Palestinian critics of tins seeming change in 
strategy are assured that it is purely tactical: an Arab Palestine 
from the river to the sea remains the PLO's true goal. 

Private contacts between Israelis and PLO functionaries 
have never produced any credible assurances that this is not the 
case. And occasional pledges of a halt to terror any time soon 
have invariably been followed by acts of indiscriminate terror- 
ism. 

Under existing Israeli law those private contacts have been 
permitted - by the attorney general not treating them as 
offences - so long as reasonable cause, such as information 
gathering, could be offered for them. For some time now, 
however, the parties of the right have been vying with one 
another in calling for an amendment to the Prevention of 
Terror Ordinance that would prohibit any and all such contacts 
as conferring recognition on the terrorists, thus undermining 
the national interest. 

The argument flies in the face of both logic and the evidence. 
Private Israeli citizens cannot confer recognition on the PLO 
any more than third parties can do so by negotiating with the 
terrorists, on this country's behalf, an exchange of prisoners. A 
total ban on private meetings would only play into the bands of 
those Fatah propagandists who are eager to portray Israel as 
the party that spurns peace, and them selves. as peace-seekers. 

The terrorists must be given no quarter by Israel and its 
array. They should be fought fiercely, but also sensibly. Above 
all, battling them ought not to become a party matter. For the 
Likud to tar the Alignment, as Tehxya does, with the PLO 
brush, is not only vicious but stupid. The delay in the Knesset 
vote on the mooted amendment, originally scheduled for 
yesterday, had better be used by foe Likud to reconsider its 
position.

Perlmutter, who has lived in the 
U.S. for many years, is respected in 
Washington, in part because he was 
among the few experts who pre- 
dicted a Likud victory in 1977. For- 
mer U.S. ambassador to Israel 
Samuel Lewis recently told his suc- 
cessor, Thomas Pickering, that Perl- 
mutter was the only person in 
Washington who bad predicted to 
him that Menachem Begin would be 
elected prime minister. Lewis ar- 
rived in Israel immediately after Be- 
gin *s victory. 


Under Perimuxter's proposal, 
Israel would unilaterally declare the 
Jordan River to be its “security- fron- 
tier." Withdrawal, he says, “can be 
accomplished on Israel's own initia- 
tive. for its own good reasons, even if 
there is ro readiness to negotiate 
among the Arabs.” 


population of the West Bank may 
indeed by the first stepping-stone 
toward political sovereignty, but no 
Israeli government in the forseeable 
future will have the capacity or the 
willingness to accept Palestinian 
Arab sovereignty over a territory 
between Israel and Jordan.” 
Perlmutter describes his proposal 
as “a considerable modified and up- 
dated version" of the Allon Plan. 


“My aim here,” Perlmutter writes 
in the article, “is to propose a new 
security policy that suits the condi- 
tions of the late 1980s. that offers a 
pragmatic way to confront the 
Palestinian issue constructively 
while ensuring foe security of Israel's 
eastern frontier. It is a policy that 
draws upon concepts advanced (pre- 
maturely, as it turned out) in the late 
1960s and early 1970s. The article 
calls for a unilateral withdrawal of 
Israel’s military and administrative 
forces from the West Bank, coupled 


IN THOSE areas vacated by Israel, 
he says, the Palestinians could estab- 
lish their own autonomy area, fully 
demilitarized. “Israel stands to 
achieve greater security by ending a 
military occupation that only exacer- 
bates Palestinian nationalist feel- 
ings: the termination of Israeli 
bureaucratic and military domina- 
tion cannot help but lower the level 
of antagonism to Israel in the West 
Bank.” 


He continues: “My proposal- 
... means that local Arabs would 
simply replace the withdrawing 
Israeli administration with an admi- 
nistration of their own. Autonomy 
means freedom of political, econo- 
mic and social actions and freedom 
to elect mayors and village councils. 
It does not mean a programme for 
the establishment of a Palestinian 
government. 

“An overall autonomy adminis- 
tration elected bv the Palestinian 


■Today,” be writes, “Israel is bad- 
ly in need of an end to national 
division and the re-establishment of 
security strategy that conforms with 
its capabilities. The political, domes- 
tic. regional and international dyna- 
mics which exist today ought to 
afreet the behaviour of Israel's poli- 
tical and military elite and re-anchor 
them in the old wisdom. Israel after 
Lebanon must take the initiative. It 
would be to its advantage to do so.” 

Perlmutter opposes any annexa- 
tion of tbe West Bank by Israel. 
‘The territory in question must be 
considered purely on strategic and 
pragmatic grounds. The ideology of 
the Land of Israel must die a nation- 
al. and hopefully a natural, death. 
Conversely, the Palestinians them- 
selves must abandon tbe notion that 
the U.S., their Arab brethren or 
their own military power could per- 
suade Israel to abandon its strategic 
requirements along the Jordan Riv- 
er.” 


HE SAYS Israel would have to 
halt settlement activity in the Arab 
populated concentration on the 
West Bank, but Israel “could thick- 
en its security presence eastward in 


the Sharon region along the coast 
and around the Jerusalem .en- 
virons... 

“Disengaged from Arab urban 
centres. Israel would have to with- 
draw the occupation bureaucracy 
and bury the tacit policy, so forceful- 
ly conducted by the Likud govern- 
ment. of forced or encouraged Arab 
emigration from the West Bank." 
As the Israeli administration with- 
drew. the local Palestinian police 
structure already in existence could 
move in. Local and municipal 
Palestinian leaders have been freely 
elected for tbe first time under 
Israeli occupation. They are the 
leaders of the West Bank Palesti- 
nians and are. therefore, the natural 
inheritors of the political destiny of 
the West Bank.” Perlmutter rec- 
ognizes that a serious consideration 
of his proposal requires a basic 
domestic political realignment in 
Israel. “The time may be 
approaching for a post-Lebanon re- 
ferendum on security doctrine.” he 
writes. “Security policy can no lon- 
ger be the province of a few military 
and political elites. This means 
another national election." 

The election would require a 
Labour victory. "There can be no 
unilateral withdrawal under the au- 
spices of a Likud government.'' he 
says. 

“It is time to return to the concept 
of the partitioned state. In the com- 
ing years, only a change in percep- 
tion, a willingness to take a bold 
political step while maintaining an 
effective security stance, can bring 
about a solution to Israel's long 
quest for national security."

WHEN, ON David Ben-Gurion’s 
initiative, “political streams” in the 
educational system of Israel were 
abolished and gave way to the pre- 
sent system of “state schools". I was 
among those who supported him 
wholeheartedly in his endeavours to 
divorce state education from poli- 
tics. 

At the same time, I was con- 
strained to express to him - and in 
public - strong reservations about 
the absence of a definite programme 
of teaching values in the non- 
political state schools. It would have 
to be a programme with which 
teachers, irrespective of their politic- 
al creed, might identify and promote 
wholeheartedly. 

Such a programme should have 
been based on two sets of values: 
those acceptable to the whole, or 
almost the whole, nation and which 
could have been promoted 
wholeheartedly by every teacher: 
and those on which opinions are 
divided, with the different points of 
view being presented. 

Unfortunately, the importance of 
this provision was not realized and 
many state schools did not include a 
programme of value education in 
their curricula. 

As a result, many teachers dissoci- 
ate themselves from their education- 


Teaching values

al responsibility to teach values, con- 
fining themselves to the inculcation 
of knowledge alone. Others inter- 
pret the wording of the State Educa- 
tion Act too broadly by continuing to 
disseminate values coloured by their 
political and partisan ideals. 


Support for the latter tendency 
was voiced during the June 6 telecast 
of TVs Encounters programme in 
which this writer participated. 

Most of those who joined the 
discussion, including headmasters 
and a Knesset memtxrs, detected a 
serious deflation in the content and 
scope of educational activities. They 
asserted that these activities could be 
intensified and streamlined only if 
instructional and administrative 
programmes were increasingly re- 
vised to accord with the wishes and 
opinions of most of the parents at 
each school. This would involve a 
gradual return to sectarian educa- 
tion. 


Dur ing the television debate, I 
pointed out that, with today's poli- 
tical and religious polarization and 
aggravated relations between com- 
munities, reverting to sectarian 
education would be a national 
calamity. 

I suspect, however, that the gener- 
al public is not sufficiently alert to 
the damage which will be wreaked 
on our society by so reactionary a 
step. 


THERE CAN be no doubt, as I 
admitted on TV that it is easier to 
educate our pupils in specific values 
at schools where teachers and pa- 
rents pay homage to the same 
ideologies and pursue foe same 
objectives. 

At the same time, there are those 
who are devoted, as all Israelis 
should be, to the altruistic worth of 
democracy. There are people who 
believe adolescents should acquire 
democratic values, such as keeping 


an open mind, toleration, freedom 
of thought, fraternity and national 
unity. 

It is mainly in the environment of 
the state school where &ch values 
may be taught effectively. It is also 
the state school which can most 
effectively serve as the absorption 
centre for juveniles from all sectors 
of the population. Within its walls 
every shade of the social or ideolo- 
gical spectrum can surrender its sons 
and daughters to study together and 
learn to understand, and even 
appreciate, the habits, credos and 
traditions which characterize each 
group. 

‘ I am prepared to admit that, from 
the methodologist's point of view, 
state education creates a problem. 
An essential device for teaching 
values ties in the active involvement 
of our scholars' in promoting these 
values. State schools, however, are 
bound to emphasize certain ideolo- 
gies, especially political ideologies. 


on which opinions are as varied as 
the colours of the kaleidoscope. Se- 
rious as it may be. however, even 
this problem can be solved on the 
campus of the state school if educa- 
tors adopt a balanced approach to 
controversial doctrines by dissemi- 
nating information about their con- 
flicting aspects and welcoming expo- 
nents of diametrically opposed 
points of view to express themselves 
on the same platform. 

Such is the policy I embraced 
when, as headmaster of the Achduth 
School in Kiryat-Motzkin. the 
school was expected to affiliate with 
one of the official trends of the Yaad 
Leumi's Department of Education, 
but refused to do so. Such also is the 
policy to which 1 have remained 


loyal as principal of the Reali Ivri 
schqoLfor nearly 30 years. 


schqoLfor nearly 30 years. 

There can be no doubt that imple- 
mentation of such a policy is fraught 
with difficulties and exacts a high 
degree of devotion from its suppor- 
ters. However, the educational and 
teaching vocation is in itself one of 
foe most arduous of the professions 
and its mam recompense derives 
from the feeling that a job is being 
done well in a sphere where “virtue 
is its own reward. "

Nevertheless, like 
some others I was prepared to listen 
to what he had to say when he 
scheduled a rally in Givatayim. 
Amongst the adults present (as most 
of the ones there were youngsters) 
were Givatayim Mayor Yitzhak 
Yaron, his deputy, Moshe Shachter, 
my friend and neighbour MK 
Micha Harish . I presumed they were 
there to make sure that there were 
no violations on the part of those 
who came to counter-demonstrate. I 
noticed the mayor standing face to 
face with Kahane, whilst both were 
gesticulating with their bands in the 
air, separated by several body- 
guards. Micha Harish, who was 
standing behind me for a while, got 
himself one of those posters the kids 


were carrying and joined the mayor. 
Those kids, between 10-16 years, all 
of them in blue shirts and carrying 
posters (a poor show) were standing 
about 10 metres away from where 
MK Kahane was to address the 
gathering. When Kahane arrived, all 
foe youngsters advanced to where- 
Kahane was standing, and shouted 
all together, thus preventing him 
from speaking. 

Kahane, who had a permit to 
demonstrate, should have been pro- 
tected by Yaron and foe others, 
which they did not do, on the contrary. 
Instead, [Efraim Stanzler,] foe 
municipal secretary, told your repor- 
ter that Kahane would not be 
allowed to speak in Givatayim (his 
Givatayim). Because those gentle- 
men are not in a position to reply 
effectively to Kahane’s distortions, 
they prefer to violate foe law by not 


allowing him to speak. They are 
using foe wrong medecine. Such 
kind of counter-demonstrations 
will only strengthen Kabane's policy 
and increase his arrogance and ill- 
advised statements.

There is some serious pressure in 
the State Department for Assistant 
Secretary for Near Eastern and 
South Asian Affairs Richard Mur- 
phy to return to foe region later this 
month, in advance of King Hussein's 
arrival at the end of September for 
the opening session of tbe UN 
General Assembly. 

If Murphy returns to foe Middle 
East, be might be in a better position 
to meet with foe joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian group, according to U.S. 
officials. He was unable to do so in 
August during a six-day swing 
through the region. The major 
stumbling block was Hussein's refus- 
al to follow such a session with direct 
talks with Israel. 

The administration must also de- 
ride in foe coming days on whether 
to submit to Congress new arms sales 
for Jordan and Saudi Arabia. There 
is very strong opposition to these 
sales in Congress.

Israeli writer. Hillel Halkin, has put 
forward some si mi liar but still mod- 
ified West Bank-Gaza proposals in / 
an article in the current issue of 
Present Tense . a quarterly published 
by the American Jewish Committee. 

Halkin. writing of the dangers to 
Israel's democracy and society as 
reflected by the apparent increase in * 
popularity 'of Rabbi Meir Kahane. 
concludes: " Nothing >hort of a radic- 
al rethinking of the problem of the 
occupied territories that can con- 
vince the Israeli public that there are 1 
better solutions than Kahane will 
do." 

Halkin, author of Letter to an 
American Jewish Friend: A Zionist's 
Polemic, suggests that “a serious 
attempt ro put the original Camp 
David autonomy plan into practice 
even without Jordanian participa- 
tion” be made. In effect, this would 
result in a sweeping liberalization of 
conditions in the West Bank and 
Gaza. Halkin considers it a first step 
in the right direction. 

•The worst thing that the Peres 
government could do, beset as it i> 
by the disastrous involvement in 
Lebanon and the catastrophic eco- 
nomic situation, would be to assign 
the occupied territories a low prior- 
ity and let the status quo fester in 
them." he says. Israel, he main- 
tains. eventually will get Lebanon 
and the economy behind it. "But the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip." he 
adds, “if nothing is done about 
them . will turn into a cancer gnawing 
fatally away at the vitals of Israeli 
life . And if Peres and Shamir do not 1 
know what the cure for that is, the> 
can rest assured that Kahane does.” 
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
